NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The outlook for 
Loew making any sort of a “flesh” come- 
back next season is not very bright and 
it is.probable that Loew will enter the 
New season with no new “flesh” spots 
and without resuming stage shows in 
the houses that dropped them for the 
summer. With Palisades Park, full week, 
out after Labor Day, Loew will come 
down to 9 vaude weeks and 12 on the 
de luxe time. 

A year ago Loew had eight-and-a-half 
weeks of road-show time. Of this route, 
only Montreal and Boston are left, with 
New Orleans being switched to F. & M. 
units. The two other houses that went 
FP. & M. and then dropped the Ideas for 
the summer, Houston and Memphis, will 
probably remain straight filmers.

It is 
old wail of union labor making 
what managers consider excessive de- 
mands, and so holding up a promising 
deyelopment in legit’s road angle.~ 

Suspension of bookings became known 
this week when Oscar S. Oldknow, gen- 
eral manager and executive vice-presi- 
dent of Fox West Coast Theaters, reached 
town. He told Howe not to guarantee 
any further road-show bookings until 
further notification. 

Meanwhile, managers of all houses in 
chain are being canvassed. It will be their 
job to canvass in turn all union theat- 
rical locals in their towns. That includes 
musicians, stagehands and the rest. Con. 
crete data must be furnished on de- 
mands of unions, and\on concessions 
which they are willing to make. In view 
of union co-operation with TPROA cam- 
paign, and avowed willingness of locals 
to make concessions in order to bring 
back both legit and their jobs, Fox 
situation may not be as bad as it looks. 

When returns from unions are in, 
future policy will be decided. It is quite 
possible that route will begin again 
with some revamping due to various 
locals holding out.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.-—One of the most 
convinting signs in recent months that 
the word RKO as a trademark for stage 
shows is beginning to mean something 
to the public is the unusual activity 
manifesting itself in the circuit's legal 
department in the line of running down 
indie operators and others who either 
use the RKO trademark openly or adopt 
clever subterfuges in the wording of 
outdoor advertising to give this impres- 
sion to the unwary. According to an 
authentic source, several members of 
Chief Counsel B. B. Kahane's staff are 
carrying on the routine investigations 
of reports received by RKO of. unauthor- 
ized use of its vaude trademark, but 
thus far there have been no court ac- 
tions or cther forms of prosecution.

League questionnaire re- 
sponse very encouraging 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1. — Dr. 
Henry Moskowitz, adviser to 
League of New York Theaters, 
vigorously denied yesterday a 
story which appeared this week 
Stating that the response on part 
of producers to questionnaire sent 
out by League had been distinctly 
apathetic, and that the success of 
the entire plan was threatened. 
Questionnaires, sent out to all producers 
of shows which League committee had 
considered fit for road showings, asked 
them to furnish data on movie and stock 
company production, whether they still 
controlled rights, whether original pro- 
duction was still intact and various other 
points of information necessary to 
League’s road committee for routing of 


such shows on contemplated League legit 
“wheel.” 


Moskowitz stated yesterday that very 
encouraging progress had’ been made. 
Various important producers were greatly 
interested, he said, tho he was not yet 
at liberty to give names. A definite 
scheduling of wheel shows had not as 
yet been made, tho it is possible that a 
start in that direction will be made at 
road committee meetings during coming 
week.

The co-op angle of shows sent out 
still hangs in the balance, pending 
negotiations with stagehands’ vwWnions. 


Plan is that producers who don’t care to 
take risks of underwriting own picked 
shows can send them out entirely co-op, 
‘with early losses, if any, to be paid out 
of central fund established by League 
for that purpose. Stagehand negotia- 
tions are not over question of union men 
going co-op, a thing which labor has 
never done in past, and which there’s no 
reason to think it will do in future. 
League is merely seeking concessions in 
union rulings on working conditions. 
It is seeking compromises on rules pre- 
scribing certain number of men for each 
backstage job, and, even More, conces- 
sions from such locals as insist on full 
week’s salary for any stagehand who 
works even one night. 

Actors’ co-op angle will not include 
any interference on part of Equity. 
Equity officials feel that if actor wants 
to indulge, it is up to him, but that 
they would be unjustified in making 
statements advising him to do so. 


Important is fact that proposed League 
wheel is almost entirely made up of one, 
two and three-night stands, with very 
few longer engagements breaking in.

In Strike at Syracuse 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Aug. 1.—Eight 
neighborhood theaters in Utica continue.

Attitude of Western locals 
of stagehands, musicians 
might kill “B” unit plan 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Diffi- 
culty in convincing stagehands’ 
and musicians’ locals in the 
smaller towns of the Western 
States to make concessions will 
probably prove the undoing of 
Fanchon & Marco’s “B” unit plan. 
Oscar E. Oldknow, general man- 
ager of Fox West Coast, notified 
W. D. (Doc) Howe, F. & M.’s 
general booking manager, now here, 
not to go any further with the scheme 
until the managers of the theaters 
wanting the baby Ideas had personally 
canvassed the locals in their towns and 
received a definite decision. 

The “B” unit plan as advanced by 
Howe would add about 10 weeks to 
Fanchon & Marco’s playing time. The 
scheme was to cut the “A” Ideas down 
after the last date on the regular F. & 
M. route, add a small band and a couple 
of stagehands and send it out for one, 
two and three-day stands in towns of 
109,000 population and less. The “B” 
units, it was figured, would average 
around $1,500 in cost. 

Three weeks ago Howe, after a series 
of conferences lasting 10 days, got the 
indorsement to the plan of Joseph 
Weber and William Canavan, respective 
national heads of the musicians’ and 
stagehands’ unions. While in agreement 
to the scheme, they cannot, however, 
erder the locals In the various towns to 
make conecssions that would eliminate 
the theaters from hiring extra pit and 
stage crews in lieu of the fact that the 
“B” units would be carrying their own. 

Reason for the plan for the baby units 
to carry their own musicians and stage- 
hands is that most of the towns figured 
to play them are of such small size that 
capable pit and stage crews would be 
difficult to get in every spot. The houses 
contemplated for the added 10-week F. 
& M. route, both Fox and indie, cannot 
stand the extra nut that added crews 
would bring about. All need “flesh,” 
but will not take the chance of incur- 
ring greater losses than they are already 
taking by buying shows the towns can- 
not support. 

Refusal of the union locals to allow 
foreign bands to invade their towns will 
keep hundreds of performers, musicians 
and stagehands out of work. The type 
of artists hit most are those who do not 
fit into big-time vaude, but yet can get 
by in the tank towns. They have 
waiting for a number of years for some- 
thing akin to a revival of the small 
time. 

Fanchon & Marco (Fox) is not the 
only outfit which has been considering 
a “B” unit proposition. When it was 
first broached a number of months ago, 
Warner was willing to turn over a num- 
ber of houses to play the F. & M. “B” 
units. It was stowed away by this cir- 
cuit, however, when the unions gave 
the scheme the cold shoulder at the 
time.

Dickey, general manager Atlantic City 
Auditorium, has been “loaned” to the 
city of Buffalo, N. Y., to act as director 
of its centennial celebration next July.

NEW YORK. Aug. 1—RKO’s Palace is the talk of the town 
and the target of comment in vaude circles all over the world with 
the decision made by circuit officials late this week to hold over the 
show headed by Lou Holtz a third week starting today. It is esti- 
mated that the ace house grossed close to $30,000 this week, as 


against approximately $27,000 the 
first week. Business was Ca- 
pacity this past week at every 
show and several evenings during 
the week standing room was at a 
premium. Provided Holtz can be pre- 
vailed upon to continue at the terrific 
pace with which he has already been 
going for three consecutive weeks, 
Charles J. Freeman, RKO’s booking chief, 
ahd Arthur Willi, Palace booker, may 
decide to carry the show over a fourth 
week. There is even talk on the RKO 
floor of trying for a record-smasher for 
all time, running the freak box-office 
show for a possible six or seven weeks. 


Besides Holtz, William Gaxton and 
Lyda Roberti are starting their fourth 
consecutive week at the Palace today. 
The trio were cobooked a week before 
the show that caught on so furiously. 
This past week most of the “names” on 
the ace house layout were showing the 
strain of keeping up the pace of two 
shows six days a week and three shows 
on Sunday. Ethel Merman, who ended 
her second week last night, was forced 
out of the running due to difficulty ex- 
perienced with her throat. Toward the 
end of this week she conserved her voice 
wherever possible, carrying on conversa- 
tions with a pencil and pad. Such 
measures of abstention from talking 
helped her thru the week, but she was 
finally forced to give up the ghost in 
order to ward off complications. Con- 
sequently the only change scheduled in 


the hold-over layout is in her spot, which, 


will be filled most capaciously by Kate 
Smith. According to report, Miss Smith 
will receive $2,000 a week, or the equal 
of Miss Merman's salary. 


The chubby singer ef radio and picture 
houses is regarded as a smart choice to 
fill in for Miss Merman. Miss Smith has 
a tremendous air following thru her 
regular broadcasts over the WABC chain 
and she, too, was slated for a record run 
at Loew’s Capitol, further up Broadway. 


RKO’s exploitation and advertising 
bureau for its five central houses, headed 
by Jack J. Hess, the circuit’s national ad. 
vertising director, is planning an elabo- 
rate campaign to put the Palace over 
from a box-office and . good-will. stand- 
point on its phenomenal business spree. 
Arnold Van Leer, of Hess’ staff, is taking 
this phase of the work directly under 
his wing. Van Leer is the regular Palace 
Pp. a. and exploiteer. 

Freeman indicated this week that the 
marvelous break received by the Palace’s 
unprecedented hold-over show will not 
materially affect the ace house’s future 
policies. When shows meet with un- 
usually favorable response, however, they 
will be held over intact. At this time, 
when there are so few musical shows on

Stunts will include 
Pclice bodyguards to protect him from 
“possible violence” from racketeers, visits 
to police headquarters, and Robinson’s 
writing on timely murder cases in the 
dailies. Local broadcasts will augment 
other tieups. 

Campaign is being conducted very 
carefully so as not to upset the public’s 
illusion as to what Robinson should be.

Three More New York Houses 
May Play Ideas Next Season 


NEW YORK, Aug 3. =—- Fanchon & 
Marco Ideas may be spotted for another 
week and a half of playing time in three 
Fox houses here, the Savoy and Ridge- 
wood, Brooklyn, and the Crotona, Bronx. 
Two of these houses are at present play- 
ing four acts of vaude on a split week, 
while the third, the Ridgewood, is play- 
vaude three days a week. 

If going thru, the Ridgewood and 
Savoy will have the same policies as the 
Academy and Audubon, which play a 
mixture of Ideas and vaude one half 
and Only vaude the other. With such 
a policy, it is figured that the Ridgewood 
wil] be able to give stiffer competition 
to RKO's Madison, almost directly across 
the street. 


The Crotona, while without any near- 
by stage-show competition, will probably 
get the Ideas when the Park Plaza, 
near by, and also Fox, resumes as a 
vaudefilmer in the fall. Latter house 
went straight pictures a couple of 
months ago for the summer, 

Addition of the Savoy, Ridgewood and 
Crotona to the F. & M. route will give 
the Ideas a total of three and a half 
weeks of playing time in this city and 
about 43 weeks in all. The Crotona and 
Park Plaza played an interchanging Idea 
and stage-band policy a little more than 
a year ago, but this was discontinued 
when labor trouble arose. 


Philly Vaude 
Catching On 


Bright prospects deduced 
from success of policy at 
Earle—8 houses expected 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.— 
Vaudeville has slowly but surely 
caught on here after being but a 
memory for several seasons. Pros- 
pects, according to local opera- 
tors, are unusually bright for next 
season, with at least eight houses 
within the city limits listed as 
possibilities. The Earle was to 


have tried out vaude for eight 
weeks, but the 14th week is dawning on 
this policy at the Warner house and it is 
still packing them in. Dave Beehler, 
who was made managing director of the 


' Earle upon its entrance into the vaude- 


film ranks, is being given credit for the 
unusual success enjoyed by this policy. 
Beehler is concerned personally with 
laying out the shows and giving them a 
proper background. 

Another encouraging sign for vaude- 
ville here is the experience of the oper- 
ators of Willow Grove Park. Several 
varieties of attractions had been tried 
out there without appreciable success. 
Finally, Ted Houston, manager of the 
Keswick, was brought in as the doctor. 
He prescribed Sunday vaude and it 
caught on from the start, increasing 
park attendance considerably. Willow 
Grove uses five acts in the dumb and 
singing category. 

The Keswick is now using three acts 
on the last half and among possibilities 
for the early fall are the Tower, in the 
Skouras-Publix chain, and Fay’s, oper- 
ated by Mike Comerford. It is felt here 
that as soon as the leading independents 
fall into line as vaudefilmcis the “flesh” 
revival will be assured with the others 
éoming in on the jump to save their 
necks. Unverified reports are making the 
rounds to the effect that RKO will have 
at least two vaudefilm stands in this 
town by the middle of the season, these 
to be obtained by booking arrangements 
with indies. 


Murray, Alan Not Splitting 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Murray and Alan 
have not split, as was indicated in a 
vaude note appearing in The Billboard 
several issues ago. Error was made in 
transmission of a news item concerning 
the team of Murray and Moss from the 
Loew press department to a Billboard 
reporter. Murray and Alan have no in- 
tention of separating and recently com- 
pleted a 45-week tour for RKO. 


Cohan to Coast for Fox 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Louis Cohen, 
head of the Fox Real Estate Department, 
left this week for the Coast, where he 
will work on theater deals and plans 
for new houses. He will stay in the 
West for several months. Clarence 
Loewy is heading the department in the 
East during Cohen’s absence. 


Cutting Warner Juice Bills 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Paul Hope and 
George Frey, of the Warner theater de- 
partment, have left the home office for 
a tour of the Warner circuit in which 
they will attempt to cut down the elec- 
tric bills of each house and arrange for 
more efficient uses of electricity. 
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LMER ROGERS and others at 47th 
E street and Broadway made vaude- 

ville history by holding over an en- 
tire Palace, New York, show a second 
week. They algo preached by a living 
parable a sermon to the entire show 
world that must not go unheeded. The 
theme is simple as is the theme of all 
great truths. To wit, that good shows 
mean good business. The major circuit 
operator and the small indie alike have 
been. tearing their hair for years about 
what ‘steps to take in certain spots to 
keep out of the red. Budgets have been 
cut down, savings have been made in 
gross salaries of service staffs and other 
elements have been introduced in an 
effort to ward off financial failure. But 
while these ineffective moves were being 
made by the puzzled operators, others 
with a greater degree of showmanship in 
their makeup found the solution by the 
simple expedient of giving the public 
what it wants. 

The Palace is no exception to general 
rules of show business regardless of what 
picture-minded executives might think 
or would ‘have others believe. When the 
Palace has a good show, with very few 
exceptions it can count on good busi- 
ness. This applies to any house on the 
map. Right in RKO’s own family are 
men who devote every effort constantly 
to cut down on stage-show budgets. 
Their faulty logic is that they can avoid 
ruin by saving nickels and dimes where- 
as the real way out is to invest eloquent 
dollars in real, live entertainment. If 
you have something good to sell and you 
adopt proper methods of selling it the 
business will come as sure as night fol- 
lows the day. We admire RKO’s courage 
in holding over the Lou Holtz show, but 
regret that this streak does not run con- 
sistently thru the organization. It will 
sooner or later—or until a few heads fall 
by the wayside during the process. 


FTER 18 years there has been an up- 
heaval in the Loew Music Depart- 
ment, with Ernst Luz out and Louis 

K. Sidney taking this bureau under his 
wing. There are those who regret Luz’s 
leavetaking and others who regard it as 
the best thing that could have happened 
for this part of the organization. We 
are not sitting in Judgment on the pros 
and cons of this idea exchange, but it 
is our frank opinion that Loew’s house 
orchestras have not been up to the mark 
in recent years. RKO, under the leader- 
ship of Milton A. Schwarzwald, has left 
Loew behind in its dust with strides 
made in this phase of its activity since 
it followed Keith-Albee-Orpheum in the 
line of Palace Building succession. Loew 
has an ideal opportunity now to pep up 
its pit outfits. Sidney is the type of 
man who usually succeeds in accom- 
plishing what he sets out to do. Loew 
could hardly have picked a better man to 
take this lame duck in hand. He has 
our best wishes. 


OW time changes things in the show 
business! Less than five years ago 
acts were wocrying about what ef- 

fect the making of shorts would have on 
their availability for vaude dates. Now 
Publix is inaugurating a department to 
lend short scripts on a royalty basis to 
acts desiring thesc for “flesh” uses. This 
move is as convincing as anything could 
be that the shorts on the booking sched- 
ules of several seasons ago are now a for- 
gotten factor in the market. The 
thought also strikes us in this connec- 
tion that while the public might resent 
shorts being revived after several years 
it would welcome vaude acts using these 
scripts. This might or might not prove 
how much more appeal “flesh” perform- 
ances have than the stuff that comes 
out of the can. Talkies are no longer 
the menace they used to be. The same 
will eventually apply to the menacing 
thing called television. The only thing

Yet | realize the shortcomings the NVA suffered in the 
past and may, unless proper organization is forthcoming, suffer in 
the future. While | feel, along with Henry Chesterfield, secretary, 
that the former White Rats’ home is entirely too large and expensive 
a burden for a greatly depleted membership to carry, especially when 
a good part of the money entailed in its upkeep could go toward 
adding to the comfort of the many needy in the profession, | do not 
intend to allow the social side of the NVA to pass completely out 
of existence. Without it, | believe, the vaudeville actor would lose 50 
per cent of his grip on the imagination of the iayman. 

Since my election on July 6 I have taken every possible step to 
become acquainted with the workings of the NVA and its needs for 
2 proper organization. What it requires mainly is a representative 
membership of the working vaudevillians. And, | am sure, there will 
not be the slightest reluctancy on the part of any performer to join 
if it is pointed out that the actor has more to say now in the ad- 
ministration of the NVA than ever before in its 15 years of existence. 

While |! do not say this for a self-pat-on-the-back, it has been 
at my insistence that meetings of the new board of directors have 
been held every Monday night since the election. This to take up all 
matters left from the past, those in the present and what will have 
to be done in the future for maintenance of the charitable and social 
sides. These meetings will be continued indefinitely and until every- 
thing is cleared. 

In closing, | wish to say that anything you may suggest for the 
betterment of the NVA will be appreciated. Also that criticism will 
be welcomed.

the ante on budgets by referring 
to the cautiousness of RKO of- 
ficials in regard to making heavy 
plunges in stage-show expendi- 
tures when business conditions 
nationally are still uncertain. The de- 
cision to keep intact budgets around the 
$2,700 mark makes it unlikely that 
Charles J. Freeman, head of the Sixth 
Ploor, will be in a position to carry out 
his original intention of giving a box- 
Office slant to the Coast-to-Coast shows. 
It is felt by those on the inside, however, 
that those who have their fingers on 
RKO’s purse strings will loosen their 
hold shortly after the fall season begins. 
Despite the sugary announcements of 
product of RKO and other film-produc- 
ing combines the trade realizes full well 
that the film lineup is considerably short 
of expectations. RXO might be slow in 
coming to the rescue of its houses with 
strong stage shows, but eventually it will 
be forced to adopt this measure to 
protect its investments in theater 
operation. 

President Hiram S. Brown of RKO is 
reliably reported to personally favor 
elastic stage-show budgets, but his ap- 
parent apathy in regard to taking action 
to have his views carried out is ascribed 
to his desire to give his operators their 
way where this is possible without en- 
dangering the financial standing of the 
circuit. RKO vaudefilmers will be 
watched carefully for a checkup on the 
effect of stage shows on grosses and those 
who favor higher budgets and a greater 
elasticity in the number of acts used are 
confident that by the end of October 
there will be a change of front on the 
part of RKO in regard to economizing 
on stage shows. 

Freeman is reported taking the rea- 
sonable attitude that the operators who 
are adamant in their stand against in- 
creasing the number of acts on the rotat- 
ing shows and keeping budgets down to 
a bare working basis know business and 
local conditions better than desk-ridden 
bookers. It is conceded that a conserva- 
tive start by RKO with stage-show ex- 
penditures might be of more benefit to 
the circuit than a heavy plunge at the 
outset with nothing definite to warrant 
it. The conciliatory view is taken that 
with RKO keeping a close watch over 
the situation it will never be too late to 
give stage shows the attention they 
rightfully deserve in regard to size and 
budgets. 


Girard Retiring Shortly 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Harry Girard, of 
Girard’s Singing Ensemble, intends to 
retire from the show business after his 
current Loew presentation tour. He will 
motor to California, where he intends to 
establish a vocal school. His 12-girl act 
will continue without him and has been 
signed for a musical show in fall.

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RKO Will Not Permit Outside 
Men To Book From 6th Floor 


Several smaller chains due for return to RKO exchange 
—Freeman is adamant in stand that all act-buying be 
done by his own men—profiting from own experience 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Nothing definite has yet materialized, 
but RKO confidently expects to have several outside chains on its 
vaude books by the early part of September. It appears almost cer- 


tain that the Butterfield Circuit, 


formerly booked thru the RKO 


Chicago office, will return to the RKO fold, being booked from the 


Sixth Floor here. There is stiil 
talk of Wilmer & Vincent com- 
ing in with their Eastern houses 
despite denials from the W. & V. 


end. Several conferences between 
officials of both circuits with this end 
in view have been held in recent weeks, 
it has been ascertained, but Charles J, 
Freeman, RKO’s booking chief, is 
responsible for the statement, upon be- 
ing queried, that negotiations toward 
this end are at a standstill. 

Butterfield will account for five addi- 
tional weeks to the RKO books should it 
tie up with the major circuit again. 
These houses will probably be added to 
Willie Berger’s column. Several other 
smaller chains are negotiating for RKO 
vaude, but these negotiations are re- 
ported to be so uncertain that announce. 
ments of names and locations cannot be 
made this early. ° 

In connection with RKO booking out- 
side chains, Freeman came to an ime 
portant decision last week. The gist of 
this is that he will not countenance 
under any circumstances any bookers 
coming into the RKO exchange on the 
payrolls of outside circuits. Freeman will 
be adamant in his stand, he indicated, 
even if this might tend to keep certain 
outfits out af the RKO corral. Up until 
two seasons ago Freeman's connection 
with the RKO booking floor was as 
booker of the Interstate Circuit for Karl 
Hoblitzelle and his Southwestern group 
of operators. Freeman now acknowledges 
that he can see RKO’s side of such an 
arrangement because of his activity as 
an outside man, which permitted him to 
use RKO’s facilities and buck tne circuit 
bookers in salary dickering. 

If a chain large enough to warrant 
this desires its own booker RKO will 
assign one to handle the houses, prob- 
ably as a separate unit, but the booker 
will be on the Sixth Floor payroll and 
responsible directly and solely to Free- 
man. Seasons past, when there were 
an abundance of outside booking men 
on the major circuit booking floor, the 
circuit was frequently embarrassed in its 
salary negotiations with acts by stick- 
ing to a eertain figure and discovering 
that the outside men went over this in 
their own emergencies regardless of the 
money standards set by the major Cire 
cuit act buyers. 


Flippen on Loew Dates 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Jay C. Flippen 
opens a string of Loew dates in Newark 
next week, coming to the State week of 
August 15. Following him as State 
headliners are the Three Sailors, week 
of August 22.

The RKO press de- 
partment has apparently continue. using 
Macke’s name in the billing matter sent 
out for the act, this having been the 
cause of Sachs’ inadvertent error. The 
Billboard takes this opportunity to ex- 
press its regret over the occurrence to 
Macke.—ED.

Miss Nattova was permitted by 
RKO to complete the date as a two- 
act, assisted by John Moore. The 
flash opened as a five-people act. 

Van Lowe was said to have been 
affected by the extreme heat, run- 
ning wild on the stage and attempt- 
ing to attack Claude Nichols, stage 
carpenter. He has been dropped 
from the act.

Quick Exit 


Loses Glens Falls after first 
percentage show — lam-

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Law- 
rence Leon probably set a record 
last week so far as speed is con- 
cerned with. which an indie book- 
er can be engaged and dispensed 
with by a theater. He lasted 
exactly three days, the finale com- 
ing with the termination of the 
date of his first act, Havania, in 
the Empire, Glens Falls, July 17. 

On July 18 A. B. Colvin, one of the 
owners of the house, wrote Leon a 
scathing letter which scored the indie 
booker for alleged falsehoods to Havania 
and the management. The missive 
slammed Leon for the cowardly way he 
is alleged to have acted towards the act 
and the theater and wound up with: 

“All we have to say is this: Do not 
approach us again ever, either personally, 
thru correspondence, telephone or wire. 
Every line you cast to ensnare us will be 
ignored.” 

Leon booked Havania into the house 
for three days ending July 17 on a per- 
centage basis. At the end of that time 
the act was left stranded in Glens Falls 
and Colvin and his partner paid it off. 
In regard to this Colvin stated in his 
letter: “We are taking your and their 
licking because the Judge (Colvin’s 
partner) and I do not want to see in- 
nocent people suffer thru the wrong- 
doing of an agency sending us acts.” 

Leon denies being at fault in Havania's 
stranding in Glens Falls and places all 
the blame on theater management. The 
indie booker claims that the estimate 
given him by Colvin on the average 
gross of the house was false and that 
Havania was saddled by the theater with 
the expense of a five-piece orchestra, 
which had to come out of the gross be- 
fore there could be a split. After the 
_money for the band and the picture was 
taken out, Leon claims there was noth- 
ing left for the act. 

The indie booker, who of late has 
figured in numerous complaints in re- 
gard to booking acts into Canadian 
theaters without authorization and leav- 
ing them stranded hundreds of miles 
from this city, grabbed the Empire from 
Arthur Fisher a few weeks ago by ap- 
proaching the management with the 
percentage proposition. Havania was the 
first act in and the whole show. 

The Empire is now in straight pic- 
tures for the rest of the summer,

Warner Planning To 


Restrict Smallies ~- 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—A semi-closed 
door system of handling agents is being 
considered by the Warner vaude booking 
office to go into effect scme time this 
month The plan, if materializing, will 
prohibit the smaller and less productive 
Salesman from doing business at that 
spot more than one or two days a weck 
at most, while those agents with repre- 
sentative lists will be allowed to attend 
daily. 

The scheme will be put into effect 
simply to relieve congestion without 
eliminating any agent from visiting the 
office. Altho Warner’s vaude time has 
been greatly curtailed for the summer 
about 35 agents call there regularly. The 
office does the bulk of its business with 
no more than eight of this amount. 

At present the circuit has about seven 
weeks of playing time, which is split be- 
tween four weeks of de luxe time and 
three weeks of vaude. Twelve weeks 
of stage shows in all is expected by the 
start of next season. 

The plan being worked upon by Hal 
Kemp, Warner’s booking manager, and 
Steve Trilling, his associate, is similar 
to the one that has been figured a 
probability for the Fanchon & Marco 
(Fox) office for a number of months 
The same agents visit both offices, with 
the same state of congestion existing 
in both daily. 

Kemp and Trilling are watching the 
amount of business done by each agent, 
as well as the quality and type of acts 
on their lists, and thru this means will 
determine their future status with the 
office.

"Addie Seaman 
sings a number and then goes into a 
whirlwind spinning dance in which she 
excels. Sidney puts over a song nicely. 
A “horse” cOmedy dance by two of the 
Gates Brothers got many laughs, and 
Mona Thompson, 16-year-old acrobatic 
and contortionistic danseuse, got a big 
hand for her efforts just before the flash 
finale, in which entire company appear.

Loew’s State, New York 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, Aug. 1) 


A honey of a show that should be up 
in the money class if mouth-to-ear plug- 
ging counts for anything on the main 
stem. Here’s an ideal opportunity, any- 
way, for the State to attract some of the 
Palace regulars with the latter house 
entering on its third week of Lou Holtz 
et al. Every one of the six acts here car- 
ries its own kind of sock and the balance 
is pretty close to perfect. Applause and 
laugh honors go to Mills, Kirk and Mar- 
tin, hoofing zanies who are favored by 
a swell spot and their own boundless en- 
thusiasm. Business nothing to get hot 
about with Robert Montgomery on the 
screen in The Man in Possession. 


Doc Baker and his Flashes of 1931 
lent to the opening spot much color, a 
certain degree of pedalistic rhythm and 
the novelty of the standard bearer’s quick 
changes. Act is nicely dressed and in- 
geniously staged. The pre-Prohibition 
fantasy as an opener is rather quiet, but 
appealing from protean angles. The 
flash character of the windup makes the 
act belong here and is superbly handled 
as regards Baker and his six-girl ensem- 
ble. A clever, fast-stepping couple got 
good hands for their energetic efforts. 


Tom Fulmer, sugary tenor with a lik- 
able delivery, but possessing considerably 
more showmanship than voice, talked 
them into handing him a near show- 
stop. Fulmer’s routine consists of fa- 
miliars from the pop. and Hibernian 
shelves, and he makes the best impres- 
sion in his old standby, My Mother's 
Eyes. Mamie Wayne, at the piano, is 
given plenty of plugging by Fulmer and 
proves appealing enough in a warble of 
Walking My Baby Back Home, the pair 
pulling the Mr. and Mrs. Jack Benny 
stunt of pulling up her skirt during the 
singing. Fulmer left them clapping for 
more. 

Mills, Kirk and Martin had the State 
customers with them from the start by 
virtue of a heavily-hoked opening. They 
held that lead easily, even bringing up 
two show-stops en route. They might be 
more original, but there are few trios in 
vaude today that work as hard to as good 
results. One of the boys is a clever uke 
player, all are well versed in sight com- 
edy and two of the eutfit shake a mean 
hoof. The boys should be able to land 
an RKO intact easily. 


Billy Kelly and the Paige Sisters 
weren’t in the best spot possible follow- 
ing the male trio that landed so heavily, 
but instead of handicapping them the 
assignment gave the five people in this 
act an ideal opportunity to prove their 
mettle. This is the familiar skit with 
singing and dancing that Kelly has been 
doing for some time now. The Paige 
girls are easy to look at and clever, while 
an unattached miss and a woman play- 
ing the mama role also fit into the dizzy 
scheme of things nicely. Kelly is a gor- 
geous light comedian, but would fare 
even better than he does if playing less 
directly to the audience. Interest is 
easily sustained thruout and the skit 
has a punchy finish. The quintet did 
their usual ensemble singing and prom- 
enade on the apron. 

Jane and Katherine Lee also had & 
tough job cut out for them featuring the 
former’s hoydenish antics in the next- 
to-closing frame. The erstwhile film 


prodigies appealed mightily and several 
times during the proceedings Jane had 


them applauding right in the middle of 
bits for want of a better way to express 
admiration for her comic gifts. This 
girl is fast developing into a deadringer 
in laugh value, if not exactly in the same 
vein, of Charlotte Greenwood. Their fast 
hoofing got a show-stop that cried for 
more. 

Miriam Hoffman and Girl Friends 
couldn’t have been better for the closer 
here if sent from heaven. The versatile 
leader has 11 girl musicians backing her 
and a sock contortionist, Dornella, doing 
specialties. The girls employ tricky ar- 
rangements to good effect, but the forte 
of this act is its superb dressing and 
lighting. Their choral handling of Just 
a Gigolo, while Miss Hoffman does the 
warble and reciting, is also away from 
the beaten track. They took the bows 
with St. Louis Blues. 

Show, which ran 79 minutes, was 
splendidly played by Ruby Zwerling and 
his pit stalwarts.

As a means of providing a spot for an 
uninterrupted snooze of unlimited time 
this barn has everything within miles 
licked to a frazzle. Nothing on the stage 
or screen, especially this week, can dis- 
turb a sleeper, but bring your own pil- 
lows. This week’s layout takes some ter- 
rific brodies, mainly thru lack of comedy 
and too much gab in a house too large 
for anything except sight stuff. Even 
mugging doesn’t count, with every face 
looking the same back of the 30th row. 
Vaude runs a dreary hour and 40 minutes 
followed by The Secret Call (Paramount). 
About 2,500 people in the 6,600 seater at 
the first show. 

Gaines Brothers open the show with 
four minutes of fast tumbling. The two 
males sell their stunts nicely and bowed 
off to a good hand. 

Jerome and Ryan pleased the first 15 
rows with their musical and vocal work, 
but meant little to the back stretch. 
Every so often a bit of loud singing 
awoke a snoozer in the rear rows, but not 
for long.

Charles McNally and a company ot 
three indulged in a comedy and dancing 
skit, mainly talk, and most of the 
chumps in the balcony switched their 
heads from right to left hands, or vice 
versa.

Few people can rest well when a mezzo 
or coloratura is straining a tonsil on a 
hich “C.” Her specials went over well 
enough with the up-fronters, however, 
to give her a near show-stop. 


Conrad’s Pigeons did nicely in spot 
number six. Paced by a male and girl 
the birds run thru some cute tricks, but 
what assurance is there that they will 
always be nice when flying over the au- 
cience? 

Joe Marks milked a show-stop in the 
next-to-closing and then he and his 
mixed team assist overstayed the wel- 
come in the encore. Marks, a drop- 
climbing dialectic comedian, could be 
much funnier by boiling his act down 
to a reasonable running time. It is one 
thing to be ingratiating, but another to 
bé too ingratiating. 

Captain Willie Mauss is the third nov- 
elty act in the show and closes. His 
stunt of riding a bike for complete revo- 
lutions in a huge wheel in defiance of 
gravity is made to order for this house 
and drew a big hand.

Eight-act bill runs more than two 
hours, giving the 14th Street mob plenty 
for their money, especially with the sock 
film, The Common Law, on the screen.

Crandell’s Brazilian Circus flopped bad- 
ly during the opening due to staging 
trouble and repeated misses on some of 
the stunts, but caught on at the close 
when plants came on for comedy horse- 
back riding. 

Lang and Lawley, two men, one a light 
“wop” comedian and the other a straight, 
rolled up a*heavy sendoff. Gagging at- 
tempts are very weak, but their harmo- 
nizing and solo warbling are excellent.

Jimmy Duffy and Patsy Callahan drew 
snickers with their uneven comedy and 
went off to a light hand.

Anita Case is a charming blonde with 
a fine singing voice and a personality 
that won the boys from the start.

Lander Brothers were the wallop of the 
show. Their gagging and comedy antics 
are surefire for neighborhood audiences 
and were sold for more than their worth 
here.

(Reviewed at the Chester, Bronz, 
Wednesday Evening, July 29) 


Radio rep. of Roxy’s Gang, along with 
the class they lend, will carry this unit. 
As a whole, however, it is a slow and 
mild show and in the flop intact class. 
There isn’t a bit of comedy in the first 
three acts and plenty of dullness, with 
Lewis and Ames (closing) coming on to 
find the audience a setup for any gag 
or piece of business. For a bill contain- 
ing 12 people there is a surprising lack 
of beauty on the femme side, both 
physically and sartorially. As it is there 
are only four women in the show, two 
in the Roxy Gang, Peggy Ames and the 
girl in the opening novelty. Running 
time is 55 minutes. 

Earl, Jack and Betty comprise the 
fastest item in the show with their 
punchy five minutes of roller skating on 
a small mat. The two males and girl 
are dressed well, and the winter-resort 
mounting is topnctch. They are sure- 
fire applause-getters. 

Fields and Bell have shown little im- 
provement since first caught at a break- 
in date months ago, but yet are routed. 
The knockabout boys, in fact, seem to 
have slowed up considerably. They are 
dressed poorly in sweaters and have not 
yet hit on the knack of selling the 
Mitchell and Durante type of comedy. 


The team they copied at least create an 
illusion by perfect dress. Meant little 
here in the way of applause or laughs 
and let down the show. 

The Four Favorites of Roxy’s Gang 
next-to-close and easily cop applause 
honors. John Griffin, Adelaide De Loca, 
Harold Clyde Wright and Della Samoi- 
loss, assisted by Allen Taraco at the 
piano, are top-notch singers and give 
vaude audiences something unusual 
with a straight delivery of a part from 
the opera Rigoletto. They stopped their 
own proceedings with solos. Should be 
a b.-0. bet almost everywhere. 

Artie Lewis and Peggy Ames are a 
riot on this bill. Always a good next-to- 
closing act, they mean twice as much 
in this intact due to the lack of comedy 
up ahead. When they bring Henry Mul- 
lens, their giant stooge, on for a bit 
of byplay at the finish they insure big 
getaway applause. The mixed team have 
the ability to switch their chatter to 
meet the tastes of all neighborhoods.

Opening reveals the boys in freak cos- 
tumes and holding small lyres.

Reviewed at Foz’s Savay, Brooklyn. 
Style—Dancing and singing. Setting— 
In three (cyc.). Time—Fifteen minutes. 

As good as any flash can be without 
the benefit of production effort. Doreen 
and Douglas are a competent but un- 
sensational dance team, and are assisted 
by a blond sis: team and a miss with a 
leaning toward blues singing and a single 
tap routine. The mixed team do three 
routines. Open with a novelty waltz, 
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then comes a Latin number that follows 
regulation lines, and then they give what 
appears to be an original version of Russ 
stepping. The blond sisters are assigned 
the stereotyped Hello, Everybody opening, 
and then step briefly. Their next is a 
high-kicks number and their finish is a 
slight deviation from a strut. Both are 
slim, graceful and good steppers.” The 
warbling miss does two numbers, the 
second, Roll on, Mtssisstppt, Roll On, 
getting a tap followup. 

Costuming passes muster and the eye 
setting is in good taste also. Finale is 
that ordinary that it can be used in any 
burlesque of a vaudeville show to serve 
as a type-piece of a typical fiash-act 
windup. Houses using four acts or less, 
unless hard pressed by the budget 
hounds,‘ could hardly fisad room for an 
act like this unless some real production 
touches were given it.

With Cora Green and Three Little Words. 
Reviewed at Loew’s State. Style~Mu- 
sical, dancing and singing.

Typical Harlem night-club orchestra, 
which winds up in show-stop proportions 
only thru the dancing of a ‘id trio in- 
troduced as the Three Little Words. The 
boys are spotted for about five minutes 
at the finale and show enough to ware 
rant their booking as a deuce-spot act 
on their own. 

Musically, Fletcher Henderson and his 
11-piece band are pleasifig, but not stand- 
outs. The most in their favor is that 
they never become raucously hot, stick- 
ing to muted wind instruments thruout. 
There are eight pieces of the latter, with 
the rest being drums, cello, banjo and 
piano. Henderson himself pounds on the 
latter. 

Cora Green, spotted for two double- 
entendre songs, is a good example of how 
poor a sock floor-show singer can appear 
in vaudeville. Okeh in intimate atmos- 
phere, she does not hold up on the stage. 
At least she didn’t in the big State, which 
is usually death on singers anyhow. 

Band itself sticks mainly to the instru- 
ments and only once tries a vocal bit. 
This when three of the members step 
out with megs to render a chorus from 
I Found a Million-Dollar Baby in a Five. 
and-Ten-Cent Store. Just as well that 
they don’t do more singing. 

If low enough in salary to come within 
present-day neighborhood house budgets, 
the turn is worthy of dates in this city.

Discounting the first half of the Cook 
Sisters’ act, they are doing fairly playable 
turn.

SOS Committee Incorporates; 


To Finance Plays of Its Own 


Original Theater Activities, Inc., formed under New York 


laws with capital of 200 


grand—details of shows to 


come later—first goes out next month 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—The big break promised by TPROA on 
their “SOS” campaign has come. It consists of the incorporation of 
the SOS committee in order to create an avenue of financial avail- 
ability to meet the expenses of the drive, and probably in order to 
do more things than that to save the road. TPROA refuses to give 


out any details on the plan, claim- 
ing that they cannot and wiil not 
announce anything until it is ab- 
solutely true. They insist that 
they will make no promises until 


the means for fulfilling them are at 
hand. 


In outline, the move is the incorpora- 
tion of the SOS committee under the 
title of Original Theatrical Activities, Inc, 
Incorporation was under the laws of the 
State of New York, and amount is 200 
grand. Press agents refuse to divulge 
vhere they got it, aside from sale of 
1 ittons in campaign, but it is said that 
finance section downtown isn’t entirely 
disinterested. 


First aim of newly incorporated outfit 
will be to send out a number of men 
over country, each to arouse general legit 
demand in zone covered, and also to 
handle huge publicity campaign for 
about a dozen attractions whose pro- 
ducers have already contracted to send 
them out under the SCS banner. 


Most important of all, however, is 
announcement that Original Theater Ac- 
tivities will send out several productions 
of its own. It will finance cost of pro- 
duction, and men in field and TPROA or- 
ganization in general will publicize them. 
Options already have been taken. Also, 
new outfit states that it will rigorously 
protect standard of SOS guaranteed 
shows for guaranteed audiences. Plan 
for this protection, they say, has been 
perfected and legally protected by the 
Save Our Stage committee. 

Route of one, two and three-nighters 
over couniry being compiled by com- 
mittee has virtually been completed, and 
will give shows touring over it a trip 
of about 30 weeks. This can be further 
enlarged, if individual producer so de- 
sires, by booking week stands in various 
key cities. 

Original Theater Activities hopes to 
have its first show on the road by the 
end of next month, with others coming 
in as rapidly as possible. 

No details concerning either producers 
taking advantage of plan or shows under 
option to OTA would be given out at 
TPROA headquarters. Promise of definite 
lineup was made for near future, possibly 
next week. Neither were details of the 
judging of guaranteed shcws given out.

Receivership 
For Al Woods 


Move precipitated by Mil- 
ler—*“‘Movie-of-U”’ big loss 


—four plays for fall 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1. — Al 
Woods has gone into receivership. 
Move was made while producer 
was absent in Paris. According 
to his brother, Martin Herman, 
he’s there because of a tonsilitis 
attack; according to friends, be- 
cause he likes Paris, and, accord- 
ing to Moses Malevinsky, at- 
torney for Gilbert Miller, brother 
producer who precipitated the action, 
because Woods has a lot of judgments 
piling up over here, and he’s afraid to 
come back to meet them. Malevinsky 
also said that he had reason to believe 
that Woods contemplated bankruptcy. 


Miller—who also happens to be in 
Europe — petitioned that Woods be 
thrown into receivership because of 
$5,184 that Woods owes him on a per- 
sonal note. Judgment was obtained on 
it last June. Francis D. Gallatin was 
appointed receiver by Supreme Court 
Justice W. H. Black, and both Gallatin 
and Malevinsky are now waiting for 
Woods to get back, so that they may 
examine his assets—if any. 


Herman says that Woods is coming 
with Lee Shubert aboard the Mauretania, 
but that’s problematical. Woods’ starts 
for America and last-minute returns to 
his beloved Paris are a standing theat- 
rical legend. Herman says further that 
as soon as brother Al appears on the 
scene all receivership difficulties will be 
straightened out. There’s no question 
of bankruptcy, he claims. 


To prove‘it, he lists four shows on the 
Woods lists for the coming season. They 
are Big Shot, by George Bryant and 
Francis Verdi; Wez’s New Play, a novelty 
out of Germany; Her Greatest Role, a 
Frederick and Fanny Hatton adaptation, 
and Leonard Ide’s Concealment. 

Altho his last season’s entry, Five Star 
Final, was a definite success, Woods is 
known to be on the financial rocks. The 
chief reason for his present state is his 
“Movie-of-U” idea, a colossal flop. Woods 
was offered substantial dough for the 
gewgaw, but he insisted on marketing it 
himself. The result was the now closed 
“Movie-of-U” shop at Broadway and 52d 
street and the less of about 225 grand. 

One of the reasons of Woods’ European 
trip is said to be an attempt to sell 
“Movie-of-U” to Galleries Lafayette, big 


Parisian department store. He didn’t 
sell it.

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FEW days ago, riding on the subway 
—as even drama reporters must— 
this department saw a serious-look- 

ing, bespectacled dame deep in Sir James 
Matthew Barrie’s Quality Street. It was a 
bit of a shock. In this theatrical day of 
blatant and banal realism, it was strange 
to see anyone at all reading so un- 
ashamed a piece of frankly sentimental 
writing. It was even stranger to see it 
read on the subway, amid the pushing, 
sweating crowds, between the hoarse 
howls of the guards, in spite of the jolt- 
ing and the clanging of the teeming, 
steaming train. And, strangest of all, it 
was being read by the last person in the 
world to whom, by rights, it should ap- 
peal; by a grim-mouthed, resohitely in- 
telligent beldame, who was scanning it 
with hard, determined eyes. 


And then a light dawned. In her 
hand the omniverous reader held a pen- 
cil, and ever so often, in spite of the 
swaying of the car, she would underline 
some part of Barrie’s gentle tribute to 
old lace, furbelows and the feelings of a 
more graceful generation. It was no 
great trick to figure that she was, beyond 
a probable shadow of doubt, some school- 
teacher in the city to take summer 
courses in school-teaching, and that 
Quality Street somehow, lucklessly, had 
fallen in the range of her curriculum. 
She was, therefore, reading the wistful, 
tender comedy, partly because she had 
been told to read it, partly because she 
had been told it was good; there on the 
subway she was carrying out her deter- 
mined battle to find the “best things” 
in the Barrie play, and so losing out on 
the best thing of all. 


For the charm, the whimsicality (not 
at all nauseous, like some of A. A 
Milne’s) are utterly beyond anyone who 
reads the play with the resolve to under- 
line, beyond anyone who approaches it 
with that attitude of mind. The effect 
of Quality Street, the effect of any play 
worthy of the name, is to be had, not by 
screwing up the mind to a determined 
tenseness, not by approaching the work 
to find out its high spots, but merely 
by opering both mind and emotions to 
the will of the author. It is a tempo- 
tary tour out of the world we know and 
into the fields of dream, and the author 
is a success or a failure according to his 
Merits as a guide. 


The beldame in the subway was read- 
ing Quality Street with her intellect— 
what there was of it, and your scribe, 
for one, is sure that determinedly intel- 
ligent people have really no intellect at 
all—she was reading it, then, With her 
intellect, and not with her emotions. It 
was all another’ so-called brain-building 
game with her, this finding of “the best 
things,” like acrostics or cross-word puz- 
zles. 


That is, of course, the wrong way to 
read drama—or to see it. It is primarily 
by the emotions and not the mind that 
drama should be judged; it is primarily 
to the emotions and not the mind that 
it should be directed. For it should not 
Necessarily convince us; it should carry 
us away. 

By this it’s not meant that all true 
drama should be like Pollyanna or an 
adaptation of the Elsie books. There are 
emotions to be appealed to beyond the 
Sanford-and-Mertonish one of sweetness 
and light. There can be plays with, if 
you'll allow a quote, “much of madness, 
and more of sin, and horror the soul of 
the plot.” There can be—there must be 
—intelligence and taste in both plot and 
handling. But that intelligence should 
be directed so as to reach the audience 
thru its emotions. 

For it is emotion that is responded to 
in that monetary game of make-believe 
that we call the stage. From Doctor 
Faustus to Grand Hotel it is emotion 
that carries the spectators away and de- 
posits them, for a byief while, in a never- 
land where the troubles of the day are

because we are too busy trying to see a 
certain designated spur on Mount Blanc.

Trial By Jury, the one-act all-musical 
Gilbert and Sullivan operetta which in- 
augurated the famous partnership, it be- 
ing used by Milton Aborn and kis Civic 
Light Opera outfit as curtain-raiser to 
the always popular Pinafore. It is the 
first time in 16 years that New York has 


seen this sarcastic, malicious and biting 
Satire on the breach-of-promise courts, 
and high time, too. For the short piece, 
if neither as melodious nor as infectious 
as some of the later collaborations, has 
definite merits of its own. 

As sung by Aborn’s company, it is emi- 
nently enjoyable, with the comedy and 
horseplay entered into wholeheartedly by 
an enthusiastic and perspiring cast. Its 
20 minutes of action are entirely lyrical, 
no single line of spoken dialog being 
used, and therein lies the only possible 
drawback to the production.

Give William K. Howard the slightest 
semblance of a plausible story and he 
will turn out a cracking good picture.

Hartley says that Lee Shubert promised 
him that the revue he was to do would 
be the first Shubert-produced show of 
the 1931+’32 season. When Lee Shubert 
left for Europe he wrote a letter to J. J. 
Shubert, telling him to assist Hartley in 
every way, and to finance the show, in- 

cluding the posting of Equity bond. 

Hartley saw J. J., matters were ar- 
ranged, and, according to the former, 
J, J. sat in on all auditions, passing on 
the talent and putting final approval 
on all players engaged; in other words, 
casting the show. Hartley also teils of 
meeting J. J. at Brighton Beach while 
the Lyons & Lyoms revue with George 
Jessel was playing there, in order to 
écout talent. A try was-made for Frances 
Williams, but she being unavailable, 
Lita Grey Chaplin and Georges Carpen- 
tier were signed up. After negotiations 
were over and terms were set, Hartley 
says, J. J. approved the contracts, and 
they were given out over Hartley's 
signature. 

Other people besides the two principals 
were engaged for the cast, and similarly 
signed under regular Equity contract. 
The producer says that J. J. Shubert put 
him in the office which he still occupies 
in the~ Sardi Building, and supervised 
the entire organization. 

Then came the blow. On the day re- 
hearsals were set to begin in the Shu- 
bert Theater, the show blew up. The 
date was July 23. Hartley explains the 
prenatal death of his revue was caused 
by J. J. Shubert suddenly saying that 
he was not at all financially interested 
in the affair, and that he- would not 
under any condition furnish the bond. 
The company was refused rehearsal space 
in Shubert theaters. Hence the suit and 
the summons which.was delivered Thurs- 
day. 

William C. Holbrook, Hartley’s dance 
director, has already been signed up by 
Shuberts on a year’s contract. 

Hartley says he has three agencies tied 
up on his case, Billy Grady, Al Knight 
and Lyons & Lyons, the last named thru 
Herbert Hoey. All three men were pres- 
ent at auditions, he says, and saw J. J. 
Shubert selecting the show's cast, makipg 
arrangements for salaries and such, and 
arranging final contracts. In addition, 
Hartley says that thruout the entire 
series of negotiations with Lee and J. J. 
Shubert he saw to it that a third party 
was present. 

The office of J. J. Shubert yesterday 
afternoon referred the entire matter to 
the Shubert legal department, and the 
legal department, in turn, referred it to 
William Klein, chief Shubert counsel. 
Klein claimed the Shuberts have noth- 
ing to say until they have officially re- 
ceived the details of Hartley’s complaint. 
“I. accepted service of a summons,” he 
said, “and that was all. Nothing will 
be done and nothing said until we see 
Hartley’s charges.” 
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Theme Songs 
Coming Back 


Talkie producers tossing 
ditties into fall product— 
confident of success 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Several 
picture producers in Hollywood 
are preparing to give the theme 
song pictures another whirl this 
fall and are tossing songs into 
pictures now in work. At pres- 
ent Jack Robbins, Broadway 
music publisher with MGM af- 
filiations, is in Hollywood in 
hopes of being permitted to spot 
the songs in MGM talkies. Robbins went 
to the Coast some time ago when picture 
directors were dumping songs at ran- 
dom into MGM pictures, with Robbins 
being expected to go after the songs 
regardless of the poor treatment handed 
them by the misguided picture producers. 

Reports from Hollywood state that 
most of the producers there are con- 
fident that they have learned a lesson 
by their mistakes of the past and that 
the next theme song releascs will be a 
revelation. Music men hei: however, 
are inclined to smile at these reports, 
knowing that practically none of the 
producers on the Coast possesses the 
slightest conception as to how a song 
should be spotted in order to obtain 
maximum results. 

Robbins knows more about spotting 
theme songs than all the producers put 
together, and if he were permitted to 
have his say in the matter he, in all 
probability, would show the producers 
a few things that would open their eyes. 
A man like Bobby Crawford, who heads 
De Sylva, Brown & Henderson, Inc., 
probably could treat the producers to 
the last word in spotting theme songs. 

Picture producers, however, will not 
make the mistake of signing up song- 
writers at fabulous salaries, and the 
chances ere they will be a bit more 
cagey in releasing pictures, but so long 
as directors unfamiliar with popular 
music and its methods of exploiting are 
permitted to spot and direct the singing 
of the theme songs, the results are likely 
to be much the same as they were in 
the beginning. 


“Cut-Ins” Still in Vogue 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Despite recent 
rulings and edicts of the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers, radio singers and leaders with 
hookups are being cut in on popular 
songs. Persons who never displayed any 
talent for writing songs before they be- 
came famous on the air now have their 
names on hit songs as collaborators of 
some of the most prominent songwriters 
of the day. Practically every experienced 
music man can point ovt half a dozen 
cases which are obvious “cut-ins,” yet 
the heads of the ASCAP appear to know 
absolutely nothing about the matter. 


Cornet Revives Old Song 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Clyde McCoy and 
his freak cornet playing are responsible 
for a revival of the old number, Sugar 
Blues. The song had been dormant for 
five or six years until McCoy began to 
feature it recently during his engage- 
ment at the Congress Hotel, Chicago.

MPPA plans investigation 
to stop preying on would- 
be songwriters 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.— Cur- 
rent depression has brought to 
the surface scores cf hungry song 
sharks bent on devouring the sav- 
ings of thousands of would-be 
songwriters in various parts of 
the country. Practically every day 
in the week publishers here and 
the MPPA receive letters request- 
ing information concerning the 
reliability and responsibility of this or 
that person who asks new songwriters to 
pay from $50 up to have a lyric set to 
music and published. 

Some of these phoney publishers ad- 
vertise themselves as clearing houses for 
the legitimate publishers and promise 
to obtain the interest of reguldr pvb- 
lishers in anything they submit, 

A few go so far as to tell prospective 
victims that they do business with cer- 
tain well-known publishers. MPPA has 
received so many complaints recently 
that it has decided to make an in- 
vestigation in hopes of placing the 
sharks in fail. 

Last week a 72-year-old woman drifted 
into one of the Broadway publishing 
offices and said she had paid one of these 
fakers $40 for a piano arrangement and 
$6 for copyrighting the song. In order 
to hook her, he told her he had written 
two big hits, despite the fact that he 
never has written a good song in his 
life, much less a hit.

We've seen tent shows 
put on a former New York play in mu- 
tilated and condensed form, and we've 
Seen chautauqua companies follow in 
later in the season with the same play 
done in full fashion and with an able 
cast and die the death of the proverbial 
dog, simply because the tent-show 
troupe thru a previous atrocious pres- 
entation had killed the natives’ desire 
to see the vehicle. And it’s still being 
done.

For several years it has been difficult 
to obtain theaters to house stock com- 
panies. This year it is expected that 
many houses heretofore used as picture 
theaters will be available and with the 
public in the mood for “flesh” enter- 
tainment more than the usual number of 
stock companies probably will open in 
the fall.

Milady 
keeps her Dresden doll tints for daytime 
affairs, too, but she goes bronze and 
suntan for athletics and outdoor sports. 
In other words, its smart to wear two 
faces—an indoor and outdoor face. How 
is it done? All in the makeup, proud 
beauty. 


As far as getting all weather beaten 
and rugged looking from actual contact 
with the elements—that’s out, absolutely. 
Not only have beauty experts and cos- 
meticians in this country and abroad 
turned thumbs down on females with 
the village blacksmith lock, but even 
men, wise in the ways of beauty, have 
vetoed it. There’s Paul Gallico, for in- 
stance. Paul is sports writer for Vanity 
Fair, and he has no time or attention 
for these bulging muscled, knotty-limbed 
gals whom he refers to as “muscle molls.”

Memory From Equity’s Past 

‘The call which recentiy wert out for 
the 68th annual convention of the New 
York State Federation of Labor recalls a 
memory from Equity’s past which may 
be of interest to present-day readers. 

The convention is to be held at 
the Onondaga Hotel, Syracuse, N. Y., 
August 25. 


And it was on August 26, 1919, that 
the 56th annual convention met at the 
same hotel, 


At that time Equity was in the midst 
of its great struggle with the Producing 
Managers’ Association, the greatest fight 
the legitimate theater has ever known. 
The strike had been called, after all other 
methods of combatting the attempt of 
the Producing Managers’ Association to 
crush Equity had failed, August 7, and 
at the time the convention met it was 
just three weeks old. 

When the convention met, August 26, 
legitimate actors were seated on the floor 
as duly accredited delegates for the first 
time in the history of the labor move- 
ment. 

As soon as Governor Smith had for- 
mally opened the session Charles C. Shay. 
at that time international president of 
the International Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employees, obtained the floor and 
informed President James P. Holland 
that three delegates of the Actors’ Equity 
Association were present. 

Ed Wynn, Marie Dressler and DeWitt 
C. Jennings made their way to the ros- 
trum, and the meeting rose and gave 
them a royal welcome. After each of the 
trio had spoken the convention adopted 
a resolution declaring the Actors’ Equity 
Association to be the only organization 
of legitimate actors recognized by fed- 
erated labor, and extending the sympathy 
and support of the convention to the 
actors in their struggle with the produc- 
ing interests. 

Later a committee was appointed to 
consider the actors’ strike and the rela- 
tive positions of allied crafts which might 
become involved in it. This eommittee 
was instructed to make a survey of the 
strike situation and to report back to the 
convention with recommendations.

At this point a delegate from the 
Union of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Stable 
Men and Helpers took the floor and an- 
nounced that his organization, after a 
conference of the joint council, had 
voted to refuse to haul trunks and scen- 
ery for managers unfair to “our several 
organizations.” 

This action was followed by a similar 
move on the part of the International 
Alliance of Bill Posters and Billers of the 
United States and Canada. 

The convention's committee reported 
back two days later, indorsing the strike 
and suggesting that the issues be laid 
before the State Industrial Commission 
for public hearings, and that the recom- 
mendations of the commission be broad- 
cast. The report was unanimously 
adopted by the convention, but nothing 
was done about the recommended sub- 
mission to the State Industrial Com- 
mission, for within a week the negotia- 
tions which were to end the strike Sep- 
tember 6 were initiated by the pro- 
ducers, 


Riders Serious Offenses 

The council desires to warn all mem- 
bers that permitting the insertion of 
riders, which weaken or annul the pro- 
tection usually afforded by the standard 
Equity contracts, will be considered a 
serious offense on the part of the mem- 
ber, which may lead to his disciplining 
by the association. 

The signing of such a rider leaves the 
offending member open to charges which, 
if sustained, may result in a fine or sus- 
pension, or both, in the discretion of the 
council. 

The signing of any contract other than 
a standard Equity contract, or the muti- 
lation or emasculation of an Equity con- 
tract, is a serious offense, and one which 
the Equity contract does not intend to 
tolerate. 


Good Memory an Asset 

A season or two ago there was a co- 
operative show which never did very 
much business in any week, but which, 
nevertheless, managed to eke out a far 
longer existence than many another 
show. Finally, the show closed, owing 
money to several members of the cast. 
When Equity took the matter up with 
the producer he said that he did not 
have the money to meet these claims, 
but that he thought that the play had 
picture possibilities, and he was willing 
that when it was sold the claims should 
be taken from his share. 

That was some time ago and nothing 
more was heard from it until one of the 
members of that cast informed Equity 
that the play had been sold for pictures, 
and that Joseph P. Bickerton, as the 
agent for the producers and the Drama- 
tists’ Guild of the Authors’ League of 
America, was distributing the proceeds. 

So Equity got in touch with Bickerton 
and reminded him of the terms of the 
award of arbitration, and now it is quite 
likely that the actors and actresses of 
that company will receive the money 
which has been coming to them since 
the production closed.

Three new members joined the Chorus 
Equity in the past week. 

We are holding checks in settlement 
of claims fto> Louis Brown, Cha:lctte 
Davis, Peggy Ejilis, Billy M. Greene.

We regret to report the death July 27 of 
Helen Walsh. Miss Walsh had been a 
member of the Chorus Equity since 
November, 1927, and had been in Rasalia, 
Whoopee, Simple Simon, Smiles and the 
Follies of 1931. 

Our members are again reminded that 
if they rehearse more than seven days, 
they cannot leave a production without 
the written consent of the management 
until that production has opened and 
the member has worked out a two 
weeks’ notice, given in accordance with 
the contract. 


A few of our members appear to have 
the idea that they may leave, providing 
they pay the management two weeks’ 
salary. This is not correct. The man- 
ager engages the chorus member because 
he wishes the services of that chorus 
member—the member accepts the en- 
gagement because he wishes the salary 
paid by the manager. If the manager 
decides to dismiss the member after 
seven days of rehearsal and pays that 
member two weeks’ salary the mem- 
ber has the thing for which he con- 
tracted. 

On the other hand, were the member 
to leave and pay the manager two weeks’ 
salary, the manager would not have had 
the services of the member guaranteed 
him by *he contract. He cannot show 
the audience several pay envelopes which 
enclose two weeks’ salary, instead of the 
chorus the audience expects to see. 

In musical productions a great deal of 
money is spent on chorus costumes. 
When a member leaves during rehearsals, 
it is often not only a great inconvenience 
to the manager, but also a financial loss. 

Certainly none of our members wish to 
return to the days when chorus 
people could be rehearsed indefinitely 
and dismissed before the opening 
without compensation. Since the seven- 
day probationary clause is valuable to 
our members, we must guard it. We can- 
not do so if our own members disregard 
this clause. 

While it is true that when charges 
have been preferred before the Chorus 
Equity executive committee the fine 
levied on the guilty member has gen- 
erally been two weeks’ salary—the com- 
mittee is not bound to this fine and may 
take any disciplinary measures that the 
case justifies. 

In most cases the difficulty comes from 
a lack of thought on the part of our 
members. They are induced to break a 
contract because of a larger salary of- 
fered, and then, after binding them- 
selves by contract, find that they have 
not given sufficient thought to the offer 
and that they do not wish to keep the 
contract. 

We once had a member who jumped a 
show without the customary two weeks’ 
notice, had charges preferred against her 
by the manager whose contract she had 
broken, rehearsed two weeks with the 
new production, and then decided she 
preferred the old engagement. The re- 
sult was that she was fined four weeks’ 
salary by the time all of the manage- 
ments involved had finished with their 
complaints—to say nothing of having 
lost several weeks’ work. 

Indications for the new season are 
more encouraging. Employment agency 
of the Chorus Equity is having some dif- 
Aiculty in finding the addresses of mem- 
bers asked for by managers. Be sure to 
keep your correct address on file at the 
office. If you cannot come in, you can 
send a. post card with your change of 
address. 

The tap-dancing classes have reopened 
following Mr. McPherson’s vacation In 
the short time left to prepare for the 
new season every member who can pos- 
sibly do so should register in the tap and 
acrobatic classes. Because of the great 
unemployment, competition will be 
keener than ever this season. Be sure 
that you can qualify.

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Healy’s Letter Convincing, But 
Biggest Job Lies Ahead of Him 


ED HEALY, in an open letter to The 
Billboard, which appears in the Vaude- 
ville Department otf this issue, is very 
emphatic in stating that he did not accept 
the presidency of the NVA as a gag. We 
are happy to learn this as well as many 
thousands of vaudeville’s protagonists. 
Healy confesses to an almost complete 
ignorance of the NVA and its background. 
We are happy to learn this, too. Happy be- 
cause in making this statement Healy re- 
veals himself as a man who is sincere, un- 
impeded by an over-inflated ego and willing 
to learn. Not the NVA but the organiza- 
tion that might possibly grow out of what, 
is now called the NVA needs such men as 
this to lead it out of the wilderness. 
Whether it be the NVA pr some other 
organization known by another name and 
piloted by an entirely different staff of of- 
ficers, the performer standing on the thresh- 
old of the 1931-32 season sorely needs a 
representative organization. That  in- 
domitable cycle known as the show business 
has moved around to the segment in the 
wheel where “flesh” comes into its own. 
Not in at least six years has the vaudeville 
actor been in as strong a position as now to 
improve conditions in his field. Provided 
he goes about it in the right way, ied by 
the right type of men and working in co- 


operation with theater operators rather than 


in opposition to them. 

Right now Healy and his cohorts of the 
NVA have many problems to face, Of 
course, if they turn their heads away they 
will see only the rosy side of vaudevilledom 
and forget conveniently about the festering 
sores on the huge hide of that lumbering 
animal called vaudeville. 

Weare not hurrying Healy and his gang. 
They have much to do immediately in re- 
gard to learning the ropes. But when they 
are finished with their training course they 
might investigate, among many other 
things, the injustices suffered by actors in 
hauling rates in the larger centers, the 
inequity of contracts issued by certain of 
the major circuits, the audacity with which 


gyp agents and bookers are operating on 
Broadway right under the nose of the 
license commissioner. These and other evils 
must be cleared up—wiped out in their en- 
tirety—before the vaudeville actor can say 
without his tongue in his cheek that he is 
receiving the benefits of a real organization 
fostered by and for his colleagues. 


New York Legit Season Starts 
Later Than for Many Years 


HE legitimate season in New York is 

due to start late this year. Without 

David Belasco, who for years before 
his death was the official curtain-raiser, the 
managers seem to be pottering around and 
trying to decide who is due tor the first 
plunge. William A. Brady made a bid to 
be the first with his production of “Man- 
hattan Nocturne,” his daughter Alice star- 
ring. But after a week of tryout the play 
was withdrawn for revision, leaving the 
field once more clear. 


It now looks as tho Brock Pemberton 
with “Three Times the Hour” would be in 
the season’s ace spot. That show, tho, isn’t 
due in until late in August, and the fact re- 
mains that legitimate is starting later this 
semester than for quite a good many years. 


The managers’ late start is pretty gener- 
ally indicative of their attitude toward the 
season in general. It isn’t that they are un- 
duly pessimistic about chances—no matter 
what their private opinions, they go con- 
sistently Pollyanna in print—but they’re be- 
ing careful, more careful than they have 
been in years. And that, far from auguring 
a bad season, indicates that the one ahead 
should be pretty good. 


The attitude has already been seen dur- 
ing the last year. Altho moans rose to 
heaven concerning the death of legitimate 
and the worst stanza in the modern theater, 
things actually weren’t so very bad. From 
certain angles they were better than they 
had ever been before. The percentage of 
hits was larger than in previous seasons, 
those hits ran longer, and the thing that 
gave the impression of a bad season was 
merely the fact that mediocre plays folded 
quickly. Pieces that would formerly hang 
on just long enough to make a small profit 
last year chuted to Cain's after a week. And 
it was better so, So long as the hit shows 
get generous patronage and there is a good 
number of those hits, no season is bad. 

It’s generally conceded that one of the 
prime factors in the so-called decline of 
legitimate was the poor quality of plays 
produced. That situation tends to be 
remedied. For the turks don’t last as long, 
leaving the average at any given time 
higher. And the shoestringers who produce 
the turks are less prone to produce them 
now that they have less chance. 

In other words, with the managers be- 
ing careful, it’s possible that we'll have 
fewer shows next season than we’ve had in 
New York in a good long while. But there 
are similar chances of those shows striking 
a much higher average, And if that’s so, 
the season will be good. 


Proposed Seattle Ordinance Calling 
For Heavy Bond Should Be Defeated 


SILLY piece of legislation is proposed 
for Spokane, Wash. A councilman 
of that city has just introduced an 
ordinance requiring a $25,000 bond from 
carnival companies, circuses and- similar 
shows, which would make them responsible 
for personal and property damage and bills 
owned to the city. If this isn't going to 
extremes, what is? Very lew if any shows 


could stand this. Instead of discouraging 
such shows in these times they should be 
encouraged. What if every city in the 
country required such a bond as that pro- 
posed in Seattle? Apparently the council- 
man in question ieels that tented organiza- 
tions are “hanging full of money,” when the 
true picture is just the opposite. Many are 
just about “making the grade.” It is to be 
hoped that other members of the council 
will be broadminded enough to see the un- 
reasonableness of the proposed ordinance 
arid vote it down. If they don’t Seattle may 
have to go begging for such amusements, 


Patrons of Amusenrent Parks 
Must Be Satisfied at All Cost 


HESE are hard times, No one will deny 
it. Personal financial structure has 
been shot to pieces. There is a notori- 

ously inequitable distribution of wealth, the 
causes of which are too readily apparent to 
warrant repetition. 


The “flesh” situation in amusement 
parks, especially in metropolitan districts, 
has not assumed retrenchment of a nature 
that is so easily noticeable. Why? 


It was to be expected that the reputedly 
wealthy parks with many channels of re- 
sources at their disposal would go their 
merry way with budgets equivalent to those 
of boom years. This expectation originates 
with the patron. Why? 

Even the most casual reader of news- 
papers must have observed that the big cor- 
porations, steel companies and other great 
industrial institutions put thru wage and 
salary slashes with hammerlike insistence. 
The amusement man, however, is expected 
to serve up the dishes spiced with former 
qualities and ingredients in face of the fact 
that retrenchment programs were, and are 
still, being exercised by industrial captains. 
Wage and salary cuts mean, obviously, 
losses to the amusement man, more par- 
ticularly to the park man, for his i is a more 
or less permanent project, operating in a 
Stationary spot for the warm months of the 
season, whereas itinerary enterprises—cir- 
cus, carnival and such—suffer the less, be- 
cause theirs is a thing tinged with the “an- 
nual” idea. For this reason the statement 
that amusement parks have suffered more 
than other amusement enterprises probably 
will go unchallenged. 

Yet, taking slams and thrusts from every 
conceivable side, deploring the tactics of 
commercial fields, parks with interesting 
resources have not curtailed their performer 
and music programs to any great extent. 

This is not to say that all parks have 
been heroic in this respect. But many of 
them, including some whose waning popu- 
larity i is readily admitted by their projectors, 
have made the brave gesture. These brave 
ones, to which this is addressed, by setting 
aside a goodly portion for “in- the-blood” en- 
tertainment comparing favorably with the 
years before 1929 and the great crash, merit 
the applause of every sincere member of 
the amusement park industry. By refusing 
to give the depression a tumble as far as 
radical retrenchments are concerned they 
are keeping faith with their patrons; they 
are holding their patrons who would other- 
wise be alienated; they are losing money, 
but are gaining that kind of prestige which 
is bound to have a tell-tale effect next sea- 
son and the season to follow. 

Park patrons desire standard entertain- 
ment, be it depressing or boom times. 
They must be satisfied at all cost. The ones 
who have been instrumental in satisfying 
them are proving the braves and stalwarts 
in the amusement park craft. 
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Desecration of Vaudeville 


Editor The Rillboard: 


Replying to Abe Mayer in his article 
to the Forum entitled “Vaudeville on 
the Pacific Coast”: 

Mr. Mayer is absolutely correct, but he 
did not get all of it. He states that 
some of the “turns,” not acts, are fur- 
nished by schools. About the only school 
that some of them attended was the 
public school. Surely not a dramatic 
school. He algo states that some of the 
“stunts” carry their wardrobe under 
their arm. He saw more than I did, for 
most of their wardrobe are street clothes. 

I am 67 years of age, have been a per- 
fermer 56 years and am an active mem- 
ber of every theatrical organization on 
the Pacific Coast, and we performers (I 
mean troupers) know who is back of the 
miserable conditions existing in the pro- 
fession On the Coast. 

At a request of one of the troupers’ 
organizations another performer and 
myself volunteered to gather additional 
information and here are some things 
we found: On Main street, between First 
and Seventh, there are a chain of five- 
cent lunchrooms, nothing over 10 cents, 
In one of these we saw three eating a 
five-cent bowl of stew as early as 8:30 
am. I have seen some hard times in the 
old trouping days, but never in my life 
have I eaten beef stew for breakfast. 

In the next block we went into a the- 
ater which had out the following sign 
“Five Professiona] Vaudeville Acts.” One 
of these so-called acts, a male team, was 
standing jn front of the theater with a 
dog on a chain. Eighteen minutes later 
this team appeared on the stage with the 
same street clothes. The only change 
was the dog had his feet muffled. The 
dog did nothing, neither did the team. 

We then strolled to the next block to 
another theater whose sign read “Five 
Professional Acts of Pre-Vue Vaudeville.” 
The temperature now was 93 in the 
shade, considerable higher inside. Two 
girls came upon the stage and tried hard 
to do a dance act in bare legs, trunks 
and leotards, Neither had on sweat pads. 
I don’t think the r hams know what 
sweat pads are. e then strolled into 
the office of one of the agents, repre- 
senting ourselves to be song-and-dance 
men. My partner was a pedestal clog 
dancer, while I was a sand dancer. The 
agent had never seen the former danee, 
but had heard of it, The sand dance 
he never heard of, but at any rate he 
could book us for two or three nights a 
week for 61 each, two shows per day. 

Where the managers obtain authority 
for false advertising (professional vaude- 
vile) no one knows.

“His performances were always of the 
highest character, and entirely free of 
any objectionable features. He intro- 
duced many new innovations, such as 
wild animal acts that had never before 
been known, and modernized his show 
by the introduction of lighting and other 
features that were entirely new to cir- 
cuses. 

“Al G. was a kindly man—he loved 
nature. The circus was his kingdom. 
He loved animals; he understood them 
and they showed their affection for him. 
He probably knew more about their hab- 
its and how to handle and care for 
them than any living person. - 

“There was not a single detail about 
the circus business that he was not en- 
tirely familar with. 

“His name will go down in history 
with that of P. T. Barnum and the 
Ringling Brothers. He was a real show- 
man. We shall miss him.”

Tiny Kline Uncorks 1,000-Foot 


Descent Thriller at Playland 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1.— Westchester 
County’s Playland, at Rye, was the scene 
last Sunday for a gymnastic, endurance 
iron-jaw “slide for life’ performed by 
Tiny Kline on a cable descending from 
the 125-foot peak of the music tower, 
covering a stretch easily measuring 1,000 
feet and ending on the mall near the 
main entrance at a height of eight feet. 
Distance was negotiated in a fraction 
over 30 seconds, according to indicator 
of The Billboard reporter’s stop watch. 
An analysis of these figures shows that 
rate of travel was 378, or more than 
one-third of a mile per minute. 

Promenades flanking the mall were 
packed by onlookers, with space at Play- 
land’s cross-axis, at about which point 
maximum of speed was reached, at a 
premium. Similarly, grand-stand seats 
built over Playland’s columnar arrange- 
ment were all occupied at 10 cents per. 
Slide, accomplished in so short an elapse 
of time as to leave little room for a 
completed gasp, probably was the most 
thrilling and awe-provoking piece of 
daring and skill ever seen at that 
mammoth spot. 

Heretofore Miss Kline had been doing 
a more or less traditional 80-foot slide 
for the last two years with Santos & 
Artigas Circus in Cuba. She came to 
Playland direct from Cuba via Miami, 
her mission here being in the nature of 
@ gamble, as she made no negotiations 


before arriving here some weeks ago. 
She was in the ensemble of free acts at 
Playland for two weeks dating from 
July 12, and in the interim mapped out 
her plans for the slide, never having 
accomplished it before on such a scale 
as developed last Sunday. Playland was 
behind her with incomparable billing 
thru this territory, supplementing “fire- 
red” lithos with sustained press matter. 
Feat was, in the final analysis, a winner, 
redounding to the benefit of Playland, 
performer and whoever was responsible 
for bringing Playland to her attention 
as an ideal spot, geographieally perfect, 
for the dynamic slide. 

Performer is hoisted to peak of tower 
by means of a tackle. Disengages her- 
self from tackle at a self-signal, her 
teeth gripped to mouthpiece on trolley 
cable. Shoots off and downward, going 
into a kick pose a short distance from 
release point and holding pose until 
finish. Picks up speed at about half 
distance, slackening slightly near the 
finish stretch, where cable begins to 
describe itself nearly, but not quite, 
parallel to the ground. Strikes a padded 
cloth guarded by two attendants at 
impact and finish. 

Miss Kline has spent 11 years in 
Cuba. From 1916 to 1918 she did a loop- 
the-loop with Barnum & Bailey, then 
with Ringling-Barnum in 1919. Act is 
booked at Playland until August 8.

World’s Fair 


Dr. F. R. Moulton says 
Century of Progress will 
offer plenty amusement 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—All doubt 
as to whether the Century of 
Progress Exposition of 1933 
would have an amusement zone 
has been dispelled. There will be 
amusement in abundance, Dr. F. 
R. Moulton, in charge of conces- 
sions, told a representative of The 
Billboard this week. The zone 


may not be known as the mid- 
way, but it will have all of the amuse- 
ment features dear to the heart of the 
pleasure seeker who goes to a fair with 
the idea of making a holiday of his visit 
—and it has been demonstrated that 
fully 95 per cent of the visitors go with 
that intention. 

Dr. Moulton’s statement is the first 
definite information given out concern- 
ing amusement features of the fair. As 
a matter of fact, there has been no in- 
formation to give out, as it is but a few 
weeks since any active steps were taken 
with regard to concessions of this sort. 
In selecting Dr. Moulton for the post of 
superintendent of concessions and ad- 
missions, the fair management seems to 
have made an extremely wise chaice, as 
he is a man of broad experience, sound 
judgment and has a thoro understanding 
of the departments with which he deals. 

Altho only in active operation a short 
time, the concession department already 
has received more applications for attrac. 
tions and concession privileges than can 
Possibly be accommodated. The big job 
now before the department is to select 
from among the thousands of proposi- 
tions submitted to it those which will 
have the greatest appeal to patrons of 
the fair. Dr. Moulton and his assistants 
are going at the task methodically, and 
indications are that the final result will 
be in full accord with the high standards 
set for other departments of the fair. 
Rules and regulations for the letting of 
concessions are now being worked out 
and will be made public as soon as they 
receive official sanction. Regulations 
safeguarding the interests of the fair will 
be provided, of course. 

Dr. Moulton stated that at this time 
he could not say what kind of amuse- 
ments would be used or what the 
amusement zone will be called. Various 
suggestions have been received and are 
being given consideration.

“One factory man,” said Sponsler, “was 
in the other day looking about his space 
and said: ‘We can’t quit.” So most ex- 
hibitors feel.” 


One of the biggest jobs fair manage- 
ment has undertaken for some time was 
the painting of the under side of the 
grand-stand steel roof, which, together 
with the iron girders, braces, etc., has a 
surface of 1.8 acres. It is 80 feet high 
on the track side, which gives some idea 
of the difficulty encountered. But the 
work will soon be completed in battle- 
ship gray. 

“About this time of the year I, and I 
suppose every other fair secretary,” de- 
clared Sponsler, “wonder if the people 
will come again. The forthcoming fair 
will make the 3lst, so I have had this 
experience of wondering for 31 years, but 
the people have always come—and they 
will again.” 


Many Novelty Events 
For Rocky Mount Fair 


ROCKY MOUNT, N. C., Aug. 1.—Nor- 
man Y. Chambliss, vice-president and 
general manager Twin County Fair Com- 
pany, is busy getting things lined up 
for the 1931 fair, week of October 5. It 
is planned for Tuesday to be Children’s 
Day; Wednesday, Cotton Festival Day; 
Thursday, Rocky Mount, Nash and 
Edgecombe Counties Day; Friday, Air

(ad) On or before the last day of 
December in each year the county clerk, 
or the person appointed therefor by the 
county board, agricultural society, asso- 
ciation or -board claiming State aid, 
shall file with the commissioner of 
agriculture, on blanks provided by him, 
an itemized statement verified by oath 
showing net premiums actually paid in 
cash at the preceding fair, which pre- 
miums must correspond with the list 
approved by the commissioner of agri- 
culture, as required by paragraph (a) of 
this subsection. This report shall also 
include a statement of receipts and dis- 
bursements, attendance and such other 
information as the commissioner of 
agriculture may require; including also 
a statement that at such fair all gam- 
bling devices whatsoever, the sale of 
intoxicating liquors and exhibitions of 
immoral character were prohibited and 
excluded from the fairgrounds and all 
adjacent grounds under their authority 
or control. 


(e) If it appears from such report, and 
the commissioner of agriculture shall be 
satisfied that such county agricultural 
fairs have been maintained pursuant tp 
the rules and regulations prescribed by 
him, and that the premiums paid are the 
net amount actually paid in cash to 
bona-fide exhibitors, he shall certify to 
the secretary of State in favor of each 
such county agricultural society, associa- 
tion or board the amounts due under the 
provision of paragraph (a) of this sub- 
section and the secretary of State shall 
then audit such report. If it appears 
from any such report that any premiums 
have been paid to other than bona-fide 
exhibitors, or that premiums have been 
paid or used in any way contrary to the 
intent of this subsection, then the com- 
missioner of agriculture may withhold 
payment of such State aid until suitable 
adjustment is made. 


(f) The commissioner of agriculture 
shall have power to personally, or thru 
his deputies, visit and inspect, when 
necessary, the records, grounds, build- 
ings or other property of any society, 
association or board receiving State aid 
under this subsection, and he shall have 
access to the grounds, buildings and 
records at all time. 

(zg) The commissioner of agriculture 
shall annually submit to the governor a 
detailed statement showing receipts and 
disbursements of each fair receiving 
State aid, together with a classified 
statement of premiums paid and the 
amount of State aid claimed and

articles and stories to the more im- 

portant magazines the show world 
ordinarily has no historian or com- 
mentator disposed to be more fair and 
accurate than Courtney Ryley Cooper. 
Cooper has the advantage over 95 per 
cent of these writers because he has an 
intimate and usually accurate knowl- 
edge of his subject. 


* 

It is therefore incomprehensible that 
a man who possesses such knowledge, 
acquired largely thru personal friendship 
with people in every line of show busi- 
ness (thru whose confidence he is en- 
abled to gather the material and atmos- 
phere to make his stories ring true), 
should attach his signature te an article 
that appears in the current issue of one 
of the most widely circulated of the five- 
cent mags. This article is about as dam- 
aging a knock to the carnival business 
as any publication has carried in many 
years. 


On the whole, it conveys to the public 
mind, to those not acquainted with the 
facts of outdoor show business, the im- 
pression that grift is rampant on all 
carniva] midways. Without specifically 
pronouncing all carnival concessioners 
thieves, Cooper’s presentation of the un- 
scrupulous element to be found travel- 
ing with some of the smaller shows is 
calculated to fix the impression upon 
the layman’s mind that his accusations 
are directed at the whole carnival busi- 
ness. Cooper neglects to say that in 
every Other trade, calling, avocation and 
profession an unscrupulous element 
exists. 


As a matter of cold fact, the Cooper 
article is largely a rehash of alleged 
“exposes” that have been frequently 
published in almost every form of maga- 
zine published for the general reader 
for the last 15 or 20 years. He directs 
attention to gimmicks, gaffs and 
crooked devices of every description. 


His recital] is on the whole a mis- 
representation. It is a cruel injustice to 
the vast number of carnival operators 
and concessioners in that his deftly 
written, cleverly turned, adroitly pre- 
sented array of interwoven facts and 
fiction must inevitably suggest to the 
ceneral reader with no knowledge of the 
showfolks aNd concessioners discussed 
in the article that there is no honesty 
in the business. 


The unfortunate effect of such un- 
‘just articles is that after reading what 
appears to be an authentic “expose” 
many local officials ana show patrons 
in towns played by the carnivals are 
prone to see grift, gimmicks, gaffs and 
other forms of crookedness on midways 
where they do not exist. Such articles 
make unwarranted trouble for carnival 
cwners ahd concession folk. Everybody 
who has any knowledge of the outdoor 
show world knows that carnival oper- 
ators many years ago learned that grift, 
gimmicks and gaffs drive business from 
the show lot and that dishonesty is no 
more tolerated today on the carnival 
lot than it is in the best dJegitimate 
business circles. 


There are dishonest folk in the bank- 
ing business, in every sphere of the 
mercantile and industrial world, in every 
profession. Church and State are not 
exempt from the activities of a dishon- 
est, unfaithful element. 
be ridiculous to hold the overwhelming 
majority responsible for the acts of a 
few who have crept in. 


The iniustice of the Cooper article is 
so obvious that, except for the reputable 
standing of the author and the fairness 
that marks his past performances, this 
hard knock at the carnival business 
would not be worthy of notice.

It takes 
years and years to become a practical 
successful manager. The longer you 4re 
in the business the more you know, and 
the more you find out there is more to 
know.” 


THE SHORT article by Earl Reynolds 
in the July 25 edition that both vaude- 
ville and presentation units have bene- 
fited by the kick offered by skating 
attractions is indeed quite true, in the 
opinion of Sandy Lang.

The Circus in History 

More than half the contents of The- 
ater Arts Monthly for August is con- 
cerned with circusdom. Mrs. Isaacs’ 
magazine has always gravitated toward 
the intellectual and academic in dra- 
matic arts. Its contributors are the dis- 
tinguished writers and dramatists of our 
time. Its language is above the common 
tongue. So Charles Bayly Jr. offers a 
lengthy treatise called The Circus, deal- 
ing in a very human manner with some 
pages from its history, mostly its devel- 
opment in these United States. Fluent, 
humorous, carved in the very language 
which makes the circys such a typical 
hippodrome of things, events and con- 
current ideas, it is a relief from the 
blather of flourishes and subtle derision 
originating with writers who have 
worked under the big tops and who have 
become derelicts from the truthful idea, 
or who have viewed the field in opera- 
tion from a distant, detached view. This 
is not true of Courtney Ryley Cooper, 
nor of Earl Chapin May, whose forte is 
mostly fiction. But it is true of many 
others. 

John Ringling is in a tough spot. Oh, 
well, there’s such a thing as a master 
stroke, so he buys the American Circus 
Corporation to make Madison Square 
Garden safe for Ringling-Barnum. Sells- 
Floto might have cracked the monster 
garden, Tex Rickard being there no more 
to champion Mr. John. There was that 
elongated title — Ringling Brothers, 
World’s Greatest Railroad Shows, Real 
Roman Hippodrome, Three-Ring Circus 
& Elevated Stages, Millionaire Menagerie 
& Aquarium and Spectacular Tourna- 
ment cf Caesar’s Triumphal Entry Into 
Rome. The concoction is a ready testi- 
mony to the swift, modern tempo—it’s 
Ringling-Barnum for short now. 


The article discusses P. T. Barnum 
and his philosophy of showmanship, 
talks of circus entrepreneurs out of the 
gilded past and the living present, fa- 
mous mergers and celebrated freaks of 
yore, some comments on Con Colleano, 
May Wirth, Codona Brothers, Mabel

Dr. Rowell Visits Downie; 
Sings Hymn of Praise 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Dr. Hugh Grant 
Rowell, lay circusgoer and instructor at 
Teachers’ College at Columbia University 
here, caught Downie Bros.’ Circus July 
21 at Peekskill, N. Y., bringing back this 
report: 

“Had bad luck to miss parade, but 
judging from comments and equipment 
it must be a dandy. Show looks like a 
million on lot. Pirst thing I saw was two 
big GMC semitrailers for dancing horses 
and so painted. At same spot was a box 
car, also GMC, for elephants. New elec- 
tric light plant a huge affair on a semi- 
trailer. Canvas all new. Kid show as 
big as ever and typical Charles Sparks 
side show—clean amusement with plenty 
of quality. Menagerie excellent. Dens 
of big show seize and trucks a good flash. 
One den closed account baby animals, so 
there’s a new attraction available soon. 


There were five elephants and several 
camels. Fletcher Smith on reserves able 
te sell and visit at same time. Same 
old Fietcher—only a bit younger. Big top 
has four poles and three rings, about 
same size Sparks has always carried. 
Band, under Rodney Harris, a dandy. 
Program moves with a speed which no 
show I have seen this season equals. 
Sparks has put same thing into Dowme 
Show that he always had in his railroad- 
show programs. Gene Enos always ran a 
snappy show, but this year he’s outdone 
himself, and doing some wonderful an- 
rnouncing too, to say nothing of working 
in one of niecest perch acts in the biz. 
Mary Enos excels in her ball and runway 
act. 

“Elephants, with Ella Harris working 
‘em, are a fast stepping act. Liberty 
horses under Bert Dennis (I think) move 
at a fast pace. Pony leaping dogs and 
pig acts go off with snap and original 
features. Morales Family appears at va- 
rious times in slides and other numbers, 
Lut is best on two wires, doing a little 
chorus work for a starter on wire which 
would do credit to Albertina Rasch. Miss 
Morales in heel catches, etc., is mar- 
velous. Fletcher Smith makes first con- 
cert announcement in his own inimit- 
able manner. Big act is the leapers and 
it certainly clicks. Sparks knows how 
to stage it. Runway begins opposite 
center ring, starting with simple leaps 
and somersaults, then horses rushed in; 
finally the five bulls brought in one 
at a time and Billy Pape does his leap 
and somersault, getting a huge hand. 
Clowning builds act up well. 

“Ciowns have real walkarounds and 
gags and no loafing. Standard program 
numbers like spec, singer, iron jaw, lad- 
ders, tumbling, etc., were fine. Three 
men do about as much, even to somer- 
sault from springboard to chair, as aver- 
age Arab Risley act. Sparks using plenty 
of specfil paper ahead. Has about as 
much on trucks as he ever had on rails 
and making jumps as long. He’s getting 
50 cents for admission and same amount 
for reserves.” 


Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


In the February 12, 1887, issue of 
The New York Stage Record, favorable 
mention was made cf “Griffin, the 
Wonder Worker,” who was then fill- 
ing a two weeks’ engagement at the 
New York Museum, doing an act in 
magic. Mention was made of the rapid 
strides made by this younz magician 
in a couple of years and that in the 
previous November he had established 
the New York Conjuring College, the 
only institution of its kind in the 
world. 

The young showman thus compli- 
mented by a New York amusement 
publication of 44 years ago was then 
climbing to popularity and success as 
a side-show manager, clever magician, 
dealer in show specialties, and pub- 
lisher of circus route books and other 
valuable show literature. Charles E. 
Grifin is a mame familiar in circus 
circles, as manager of the side show 
with Bob Hunting’s snow for more than 
a decade; his route books each season 
were in demand by members of the pro- 
fession, because of the interesting 
description of the season tour, and its 
important happenings. Following his 
long connection with the Hunting 
Circus, he made that famous four- 
year tour of Europe with the Buffalo 
Bll Wild West Show, there also as 
manager of the side show and of the 
concert. 


When working as magician in the 
New York Museum in February, 1887, 
Charles E. Griffin and his wife, pro- 
fessionally known as Olivia, were under 
engagement for the 1887 circus season 
to furnish attractions and operate 
side shows with the Hulburt, Hunting & 
Frost’s Great 10-Cent Railroad Shows. 
The season opened May 5 at Corning, 
N. Y., and closed October 14, at Corn- 
ing, it being a return date, and the 
completion of a season of such Satis- 
factory business for the side show that 


the Griffins became a fixture on the 
Hunting roster. For 1888 the title was 
changed to “Hunting’s New York Cirque 
Curriculum.” Hunting had purchased 
his partner’s interest and became sole 
owner. The opening was again at 
Corning, and season shorter with clos- 
ing date at New Castle, Pa., October 2. 

The year 1889 found the Griffins 
again operating the Hunting side show 
from opening date, April 29, at New 
Castle, until the close at Pittsburgh, 
Pa., October 9. Following the circus 
feason a winter tour was arranged for 
Charles E. Griffin's “Bohemian Glass 
Blowers and Wizard’s Annex.” This or- 
ganization was routed, contracted and 
advertised by Mack Evans, who had been 
the Hunting Circus general agent 
during the seasons that Griffin had 
managed the side show. Season of 1890, 
the Griffin Wizard Annex was again 
an essential part of the Hunting organi- 
zation. The season opened May 1 at 


New Castle, Pa., and the show re- 
turned there for its closing date 
October 4. 


Thru the pages of many well-written 
route books, columns of Frank Queen's 
The Clipper, “Bill” Donaldson’s The 
Billboard, books published by the Stage 
Publishing Company of Albia, Ia., and 
cther publications, Charles E. Griffin 
could” be followed year after year. He 
was perpetually busy season after sea- 
son directing a first-class side show; 
in leisure moments wrote intelligent 
news notes for the amusement publica- 
tions and compiled the accurate and 
interesting records of circus tours 
which are now valued circus history. 
Four Years in Europe With Buffalo 
Bill, by Charles Eldridge Griffin, pub- 
lished in 1908 after the Furopean tour, 
is a most convincing evidence of its 
author being a practical showman and 
en able writer.

the grand clowning that it started with

ants of the jury box, it was a sight 

to behold, and its collective voice was 

excellent. 

The principals all turned in good jobs. 
Moulan, definitely, has established him- 
self as one of the best of all possible 
G&8 actors. As the learned tho lecher- 
ous Judge who eventually solved the case 
by marrying the plaintiff himself, he 
was altogether admirable. And Marsh 
turned in his best performance so far. 

William Danforth, overmugging ac- 
cording to his present wont, sang the 
usher and made a lot of funny faces in 
doing it. Joseph Macauley, buried un- 
der a white wig and a mess of gray 
grease paint, went far toward proving 
that the Macauley technique is greatly 
aided by the smile which some folk 
find boring. The trimmings buried the 
eharming Macauley personality, tho the 
Splendid voice was still there. Frederick 
Persson, as the foreman of the jury, did 
what little he had to do in such 4 
Way as to make it stand out. For one 
thing, he read a newspaper with evident 
felish all the while the trial was going 
on. 

Theo Pennington, making her civic 
debut as the plaintiff, uncorked a voice 
that was in many ways excellent, tho it 
is hardly adapted to Gilbert and Sulli- 
van singing. Occasionally rich, especial- 
iy in the lower register, it displayed a 
power that unfortunately was often over- 


used. And the upper register, with full 


steam turned on, was shrill and ear 
piercing. All of which, however, doesn’t 
meafi that Miss Pennington hasn't a 
voice far better than the huge majority 
cf those heatd on, the musical comedy 
stage. But the very things that would 
be its greatest assets in other types of 
production become drawbacks in Gilbert 
and Sullivan. On the acting side, she is 
a bit stiff and mannered. 

The return of Pinafore was a distinet 
improvement on its previous two weeks’ 
session. Marsh was much better than 
in the previous engagement, Macauley 
was Just as good, and Moulan, who gave 
a fine performance a few months ago, 
managed to improve on it. Danforth, 
however, seemed given even More to 
mugging and mumbling than he was 
before, muffling his really good voice 
and the Gilbert lyrics under 4 series 
of grimaces and contortions. 

Ethel Clark (who should be a perma- 
nent member of the company) was back 
as Hebe, and Pay Templeton made an- 
other gala farewell appearance as Little 
Buttercup. It wouldn’t have been Pina- 
fore without her. 

There were only two changes from the 
former cast, Persson singing the bosun’s 
tongs, and Miss Pennington appearing 
as Josephine. Persson put more into 
the part than did William C. Gordon, 
and his rich baritone was easily capable 
of wowing the house. Miss Pennington, 
tho she was even more mannered in her 
acting than she was in Trial by Jury, 
was a huge improvement over Ruth 
Altman. 

On the whole it was an extremely en- 
joyable evening—even in spite of the 
worst heat so far this summer.

Sunday. When the RKO office sent a 
man to investigate and obtain photos 
of the sign it was found that the fraud- 
ulent announcement had already been 
removed. Shortly before this incident, 
which was permitted to die in RKO’s 
files, a theater up-State was found to be 
advertising its shows on three-sheets 
and in newspapers as Real Knockout 
Vaudeville, with the RKO far more con- 
spicuous than the body letters of the 
line. A letter from the legal department 
put an.immediate stop to this, and no 

further action was taken. 

According to reports received from all 
over the country, there are still a num- 
ter of smaller houses in hice-away 
towns that continue to advertise their 
intermittent stage shows as Keith 


Vaudeville. While RKO, because of its 


possession of Keith trademark rights, 
might be ‘in a position to put a stop to 
these practices, one of its legal experts 
stated that Kahane’s department is not 
inclined to regard these breaches as seri- 
ous becatise of the comparative unime- 
portance of the towns and the very re- 
mote possibility that major vaudeville 
will ever find its way in these spots. 


In former years wheh RKO and its 
predecessors had ati extensive family- 
time department consisting of indie the- 
aters booked from the Palace Building 
circuit officials experienced great diffi- 
culty with indie operators who wefe in- 
clinéd-to use the big-time label for their 
cheap shows without authorization. In 
many instances, when arrahging to book 
cutside houses using cheap shows, 
Keith's or Keith-Albee included in the 
franchise contract a clause prohibiting 
the stage shows from being advertised 
at Keith’s or Keith-Aibee. With the 
original big-time organizations passing 
out of existence, up until recently there 
was no trouble experienced with oper- 
ators advertising RKO shows without 
authorization because of the newrfiess 
end comparatively slight value of the 
RKO monicker. RKO’s national broad- 
casts and its genefal promotion work 
carried on locally and thru newspapér 
tieups over latge areas has increased the 
value of its trademark considerably dur- 
ing the past season,

belief, and whose production discloses 
that they have new ideas. In their pro- 


- duction they have preserved the essential 


features, that distinguished the minstrel 
show of the past and introduced a new 
form of “cork opry” by blending them 
with modern vaudeville. 

The 1931 edition of the Al G. Field 


Minstrels went into Dayton on the crest 
of a heat wave which was calculated to 
divert amusement seekers from the most 
seductive of indoor entertainments. Nev- 
ertheless, with the aid of band concerts 
and the flashiest calliope ballyhoo the 
town had ever seen, the Lyric was fairly 
well filled at matinee and evening per- 
formances. While still lacking something 
in speed and the rounding of rough 
edges, the show was in form fine enough 
to win enthusiastic approval from the 
customers and to elicit from so compe- 
tent a judge as George Wintz, who was 
in to witness the birth, compliments and 
congratulations for the producers. 


Curtain rose on a conventional min- 
strel circle with little more than half of 
the company contributing to the over- 
ture, the comedians making their en- 
trances in installments and with effective 
introductions by Interlocutor Leslie Ber- 
ry. Orchestra of 15, O’Dell Miner lead- 
ing, was seated on a structure represent- 
ing the portico of a colonial mansion, 
with a background of Southern skies 
and moon lending atmospheric harmony 
to the type of entertainment in progress. 


Costumes of the circle are red satin, 
with coats cut tux fashion, lined with 
yellow satin, except for the 10 endmen— 
count ’em, 10—who afe distinguished by 
crazy quilt coats with long tails, cut 
clawhammer mode, and collars with ex- 
aggerated points. Waistcoats of silver 
cloth, black ties and patent leather foot- 
gear complete the costuming of the cir- 
cle. Instrumentalists are garbed in 
broad-striped jackets of the blazer pat- 
tern. Bandsmen on parade and at con- 
certs are costumed in long coats that 
fall to the calves and flashy red high 
hats. 

With a running time of about an hour 
and a quarter, a superabundance of 
songs, gags and special numbers was 
crowded into the first part. While none 
of the items seemed superfluous (to 
judge by the reception given the artists) 
expediency will compel condensation for 
later performances. As a matter of fact, 
there is sufficient talent and material 
in the production as it opened to supply 
two normally satisfying minstrel shows. 
Encores, which were frequent, prolonged 
the opening shows until 11:15. The fact 
that the black-face boys actually suc- 
ceeded in holding the audience in a tem- 
perature ranging above 90 to the fall of 
the curtain is perhaps the most eloquent 
tribute that can be paid the new show. 

In rapid succession following the line 
of 10 singers employed in the opening 
number came the first edition of end- 
men, a round of gags, alternating songs 
and bits of variety, and, finally, a smash- 
ing finale in which Karl Denton, female 
impersonator, has center stage. 

Patrons of the opening night show 
missed one of the finest features of the 
performance thru a mishap to Denton. 
At the initial matinee he overexerted his 
vocal chords with the result that he was 
rendered: voiceless for the night show. 
While the injury was pronounced only 
temporary and Denton was willing to 
carry on, the management was unwilling 
to take the risk, hence he was silenced 
and the Haberkorn-Denton act ruled out 
of the olio for the night show. 

Jack (Smoke) Gray stepped into the 
breach almost without notice and filled 
in with a monolog and song that clicked 
strong. Outstanding in the first part 
were Emmett Miller, with his end-chair 
gagging and his song, I Ain’t Got No-

can harp, opposite Miller; Garner New- 
ton, singing If You Can’t Land ’Er; Slim 
Verment, singing Shakin’ the Coconuts 
Down; Jack Gray’s If You Can’t Hold the 
Man, and his superior end-chair work 
(a versatile black-face comedian, this 
boy); Hi-Brown Bobby Burns’ capital 
comedy work and hoofing; Norman 
Brown’s superb basso; Al Tint’s capacity 
for drawing laughs with clever bits of 
“nigger” fun; J. Lester Haberkorn’s rich, 
strong, sonorous baritone, and the sing- 
itig and comedy of Roy Francis, Charles 
Van Ruska, Billy Adams, Jack Kennedy, 
Barton Isbell, Ken Bennett and Roy 
Francis. Johnny Healey’s revival of his 
familiar Old Black Joe number drew a 
tremendous hand. 

In the olio the features drawing big 
hands were Eddie Ross, with his banjo; 


Henri Neiser, The Spider, contortionist, 
who works from a stand at the center of 
a somber drop in a web fashioned of 
ropes, giving a weird exhibition that is 
out of the beaten path of the contor- 
tionist; Slim Vermont and Johnny Healy 
in Read ’Em and Weep, skit; Roy Fran- 
cis, Billy Kane and Billy Adams, with a 
travesty skit on hypnotism, which proved 
almost a show-stop at night; Hughie and 
Roy Melnotte, vertical ladder equilibrism 
and wire-walking stunts, with a broad 
comedy relief; Al Tint, giving imitations 
and captivating the crowd with his yodel- 
ing, and the gun juggling of Hadji Les- 
sik, introducing Sweeney, the Dancing 
Monkey. 

Emmett Miller’s afterpiece, The Abode 
of the Spirits, proved a wow, the clever 
characterization of Miller and the sup- 
port of Jack Gray, Jack Kennedy, Bobby 
Burns, Garner Newton, Slim Vermont and 
Norman Brown keeping a gale of laugh- 
ter in motion from start to finish. 

The show as a whole is the most im- 
pressive exposition of minstrelsy given 
to the stage in many years, comparing 
favorably as a production and in thé ag- 
gregation of talent as well as in variety 
of bill with the best of the old Field and 
O’Brien shows. 

Leslie Barry, able interlocutor, read a 
telegram at the night performance 
received from Robert Reed, secretary of 
the National Minstrel Players and Fans’ 
Association, wishing the new venture 
Godspeed.

said. “Theatrical producers are more in- 
terested in whether city folk will have 
any money to spend for entertainment 

the coming season,

ber of attractions to be booked here in 
a@ single season since the Auditorium was 
built, we are equally interested with the 
theatrical producer.” 


McElravy was informed by the United 
States engineers in Memphis that of the

“My information came from authori- 
tative sources,” McElravy explained. “I 
did not attempt to obtain a line on con- 
templated private construction, 

“Inasmuch as Auditorium patronage 
comes from such towns as West Mem- 
phis, Marion, Blytheville, Forrest City 
and Jonesboro, in Arkansas, and from 
towns of similar population and distance 
in West Tennessee and Mississippi, I ob- 
tained information as to prospective con- 
ditions in these sections. For instance, 
E. J. White, cashier of the Bank of West 
Memphis, told me that every farmer, 
tenant or owner in Crittenden County 
would be in position to fulfill his obli- 
gations on time, and tothe last penny, 
for seed, feed and food loans, without 
distressing themselves. This banker gave 
Joe Mosby, Crawfordsville, government 
crop reporter for that county, as au- 
thority for a 100.000-bale cotton produc- 
tion forecast this fall. That is 21,000 
bales in exceed of that county’s record 
yield.” 


The farmer will have no feedstuff and 
little food to buy during the winter, the 
survey. showed, with bumper crops of 
corn, hay and vegetables. 


Country bankers informed McElravy 
that in former years the cost of cultiva- 
tion ran from $10 to $12 an acre, while 
this year the farmer had done on $5 and 
$6 an acre. “So I figure,” said McElravy, 
“that the cotton farmer will be sitting 
pretty, even if the price of cotton is at 
a low figure. Heretofore, rural bankers 
told me, the tenant farmers have lived 
off the commissary stores, and the com- 
ing winter they will have raised the bulk 
of their table foods.” 

In this survey McElravy said he had not 
found a single reason for pessimism, “but 
to the contrary, to my delight and sur- 
prise, the return of stable conditions will 
be fully a year earlier than was generally 
anticipated a few +weeks ago.”

NVMO Favors 
Central Body 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1—The July meeting 
of the National Vending Machine Oper- 
ators’ Association was held here Sunday 
at Great Northern Hotel. The morning 
session after transaction of routine busi- 
ness went over to discussion of ways and 
means to bring about the formation of a_ 
proposed central body which would 
represent and act for the coin-controlled 
machine industry as a compact unit. 

At this meeting presided Clyde H. 
Robinson, of Des Moines, Ia. From the 
deliberations the following plan was 
evolved: “The National Vending Machine 
Operators’ Association agrees that the 
best interests of this business would be 
furthered by the formation of such cen- 
tral body and is willing to meet with 
representatives of the Coin Machine Op- 
erators’ Association to bring such body 
into being. Believing that such action 
can best be brought to fruition where 
all are equally and fairly represented 
on the central body, we propose that 
the industry be divided into three sec- 
tions, namely: Manufacturers, dealers 
and operators. This division can be 
brought about by the acceptance of the 
Vending Machine Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of America as representing the 
manufacturing interests. With the sub- 
stitution of one word the Coin Machine 
Operators’ Association may become the 
Coin Machine Dealers’ Association, and 
as many of those who make up the 
membership of that association are in 
reality wholesalers, jobbers, that change 
would bring into being the sécond group 
or dealers’ division. All operators now 
members of the Coin Machine Operators’ 
Associafion would transfer to the Nation- 
al Vending Machine Operators’ Associa- 
tion and all wholesalers now affiliated 
or members of the NVMO in turn trans- 
fer to the Coin Machine Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation. The National Vending Oper- 
ators’ Association to function for the 
operator. This would bring into being 
three divisions, manufacturers, dealers 
ard operators, each to function under its 
own constitution and by-laws. 


“From the officers and directors of 
each division three men will be selected. 
This group of nine men to meet and in- 
corporate the central body, draft con- 
stitution and by-laws to govern this rep- 
resentative group which will act with 
equal voice for all.” 

After recess for lunch President Rob- 
inson announced that A. E. Gebert, 
president of the Vending Machine Manu- 
facturers’ Association, was present and 
had been invited to sit in on the delib- 
erations and that S. F. D. Meffley would 
take part in the afternoon conference. 
When it came time for adjournment Sor 
supper it was apparent to all that the 
coin-machine industry was at last close 
to a solution of the problem of how to 
bring about harmony within the rank 
and file of coin machinedom. Notable 
among the attendants of this conference 
were George A. Grastorf, Robert W. 
Merriam, R. W. Woock, William Duchow, 
William A. Sheare, E. W. Funke, Henry 
Mitchell, W. P. Considine, Carl M. Smith, 
G. A. Skinner, S. F. D. Meffley and 
President A. E. Gebert from the manu- 
facturers’ association, and Clyde H. Rob- 
inson, of National Vending Machine Op- 
erators’ Association.
